The  somewhat  famous  episode  in  the  history  of  Vir- 
ginia, known,  as  ‘‘  Bacon’s  llebellion,”  took  place  in  the 
years  1G75  and  1676.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
1676,  Bacon  died;  and,  by  January  following,  his  lieu- 
tenant-general, Ingram  (whose  true  name,  says  Beverly, 
was  Johnson),  and  his  major-general,  'Walklett,  had 
surrendered,  and  peace  was  restored. 

For  the  character  of  the  leader,  Colonel  Nathaniel 
Bacon,  ~ who  is  said  to  have  “ been  brought  up  at  one 
of  the  Inns  of  Court  in  England,”  and  to  have  been 
“ young,  hold,  active,  of  an  inviting  aspect  and  power- 
ful elocution,” -'—and  for  the  causes  which  brought  about 
this  popular  rising  against  Sir  William  Bei-keley,  we 
would  refer  to  the  History  of  Virginia,”  by  Kobert 
Beverly  (an  almost  contemporary  writer),  and  also  to 
the  later  Histories  of  that  State,  by  John  Bmk  and 
by  Charles  Campbell.  See  also,  in  the  hrst  volume  of 
Force’s  -Hlisto ideal  Tracts,”  a narrative,  entitled The 
Beginning,  Progress,  and  Conclusion  of  Bacon’s  Eehel- 
lion,”  and  said  to  have  been  written  thirty  years  after 
the  events  took  place ; also,  in  the  same  volume,  a

PREFATORY  NOTE. 


paper  called,  “ An  Account  of  Oiir  Late  Troubles  in 
Virginia,  written  in  1676,  By  Mrs  Ann  Cotton,  of  Q. 
Creeke.” 

Tb,e  manuscript,  from  which  the  following  narrative 
is  printed,  is  evidently  contemporaneous  with  the  events 
described,  or  written  not  long  after  their  occurrence. 
It  is  in  the  form  of  a small  octavo,  the  text,  with  the 
heading,  measuring  five  inches  and  a lirdf  by  three  and 
a half,  not  paged.  Portions  of  it  are  wanting.  Fifty - 
two  pages  survive.  The  chirography  is  remarkably  dis- 
tinct. Several  leaves  being  destroyed  at  the  beginning 
and  the  end,  there  is  no  title,  except  the  running-title 
on  each  page,  viz.,  “The  Indians  Proseedings,”  “ In- 
granfs  Proceedings,”  &c.,  as  in  the  reprint.  Upon  the 
outside  of  the  brown  paper  cover,  in  a later  hand,  is 
Vvritten  “Bacons  proceedi[ngs,]  .July  27,  1764:.”  Many 
of  the  remaining  leaves  are  much  injured  by  time. 

The  unknown  writer  of  the  manuscript,  near  the 
close,  on  page  49  of  this  volume,  says  that  Major 
Page,  one  of  the  rebels  executed,  wars  “ once  my  sar- 
vant  at  his  first  coming  into  the  couiitrey.”  In  “ A List 
of  those  that  have  been  executed  for  y*"  late  Eebeilion 
in  Virginia,”  furnished  by  Governor  Berkeley,  and  pub- 
lished in  the  first  volume  of  Force's  “Historical  Tracts,” 
is  the  following : “One  Page,  a carpenter,  formerly  my 
servant,”  &c.  The  rprery  is  at  once  suggested,  whether 
Sir  Milliam  Berkeley,  the  Governor,  was  the  author  of 
this  manuscript.  It  was  evidently  written  by  one  who 
did  not  sympathize  with  the  rebel  movement,  but  from 
some  criticisms,  in  the  narrative,  on  the  motives  and 
conduct  of  Sir  William,  it  seems  hardly  possible  that 
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he  could  have  been  the  writer.  Sir  died,  says 

Can^pbel],  on  the  13th  of  July,  1 677. 

This  narrative  ^ras  first  printed  in  the  First  Volume  of 
the  Second  Series  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  So- 
ciety’s Collections,  in  181-1,  from  the  manuscript  just 
described,  which  was  communicated  to  the  Society  by  the 
late  Hon.  Josiah  Quincy,  then  a member  of  Congress 
from  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Quincy  received 
the  manuscript  from  the  Hon.  William  xl.  Burwell, 
member  of  Congress  from  the  State  of  Virginia,  accom- 
panied by  the  follo^ving  letter : — 

^YASITIXGTON,  December  20th,  1812. 

Dear  Sir,  — The  manuscript  copy  of  Bacon  and  Ingram’s  Rebel- 
lion ” was  found  among  tlie  papers  of  the  late  Captain  Nathaniel  Bar- 
well,  of  King-7VillIam  County.  I have  not  been  able  to  obtain  many 
particulars  from  his  family  relative  to  it 

At  the  close  of  the  war,  he  heard  of  its  existence  in  an  old  and 
respectable  family  of  the  Northern  Neck  of  Virginia,  and  procured  it 
for  his  amusement : he  entertained  no  doubt  of  its  antiquity,  and  valued 
it  on  that  account. 

From  the  appearance  of  the  work,  the  minute  and  circumstantial 
detail  of  facts,  the  orthogra})hy,  and  the  style,  I am  perfectly  satisfied 
his  opinion  was  correct.  I hope  it  will  be  found  worthy  of  a place  in 
theARduable  Collections  of  the  Society  to  which  you  belong,

The  attention  of  the  ^Slassacbusetts  Historical  So- 
ciety having  been  recently  called  to  this  manuscrip)t, 
with  a view  of  restoring  it  to  the  family  of  ^Ir.  Burwell, 
or  of  depositing  it  in  the  Library  of  the  Virginia  ITis- 
torical  Society,  where  it  has  since  been  placed,  a careful 
collation  of  it  with  the  printed  copy  was  made  by  the 
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Assistant  Librarian,  Dr.  John  iVppleton.  and  a great 
many  errors  and  some  omissions  in  the  latter  were  dis- 
covered. The  required  corrections  were  made  in  a 
copy  of  the  printed  volume ; and*  in  view  of  tlieir 
number  and  importance,  the  Committee,  to  whom  the 
subject  was  referred,  decided  to  have  the  paper  reprinted 
before  the  manuscript  should  be  returned  to  Tirginia.

"Which  trade  became  their  sport  soe  loh.  that  those  who 
came  on  Horsback  to  the  seige,  began  to  feare  the  should  be  compekl 
to  trot  horn  a foot,  and  glad  if  they  scap’d  so  too:  for  these  belegured  a negiectei 
blades  made  so  many  salieys,  and  the  lieseigers  kep  such  neglegeni 
gards,  that  there  was  very  few  days  past  without  som  remarkeable 
mischeife.

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This  strange  action  put  those  in  tlie  Fort  to  tiiere  trumps,  haiieing 
thus  lost  soni  of  their  prime  court  cards,  without  a faire  dealeing. 
They  could  not  well  tell  wiiat  interpretatioii  to  pnt  upon  it  (nor  indeed, 
nobody  elF)  and  very  faine  they  wo[uld]  , . . why  those,  whom  they 
sent  out  with  a [view]  to  suplicaie  a peace  should  be  worss  delt  with 
then  [those  who]  were  sent  out  with  a sword  to  denounce  a war  ; but, 
[no 'one]  could  be  got  to  make  inc|uirye  into  the  reason  of  this  . . . 
which  put  them  u[)on  a ressaiutlon  to  forsake  there  [shition,  and]  not 
to  expostulate  tlie  cause  any  further.  Ilaueing  [made]  this  resaluiion, 
and  destroyed  all  things  in  tlie  ibrt,  that  might  be  servisable  to  the 
F.nglish,  they  bouldly,  undiscovered,  slip  through  the  Leagure  (leave- 
ing  the  English  to  prossecute  the  seige,  as  Scliogin’s  wife  brooded  the 
eggs  that  the  Fox  had  suck’d)  iu  the  passing  of  wliich  they  knock’d 
ten  men  o’th  head,  wdio  lay  carelessly  asleej)  in  there  way. 

Now  all  though  it  might  be  saide  that  the  Indians  went  there  ways 
emty  handed,  in  regard  they  had  left  all  there  plunder  and  wehh 
behinde  them  in  the  fort,  yet  it  cannot  be  tliought  that  they  went  away 
emty  hearted  : For  though  that  was  pritty  well  drained  from  it’s  former 
enrage,  through  tho'C  inconvenencies  that  they  had  bin  subjected  to,  by 
the  seige,  yet  iu  y®  roome  thereof,  rather  then  the  veuticles  should  lie 
voide,  they  had  -towed  up  so  much  nialllze,  eutermixt  with  a ressalu- 
tiou  of  revenge,  for  the  atlVunt  that  the  English  had  put  upon  them,  in 
killing  there  messingers  of  peace,  that  they  resalued  to  commence  a 
most  barberoLis  and  mo.st  bloody  war. 

The.  ileseigers  liaueing  s[ient  a grate  deale  of  ill  imjdoyed  time  in 
pecking  at  the  buske,  and  now  hudeing  the  shell  open,  and  misins;  the 
expected  prey,  did  not  a litle  woonder  what  was  be  com  of  the  lately 
im[)ounded  Indinaus.  who,  though  at  present  the  could  not  be  scene, 
yet  it  Was  not  long  before  that  they  were  heard  off,  and  felt  too.  For 
in  a very  short  time  they  laid,  in  a most  inhumane  maner,  murtbered, 
no  less  then  CO  innocent  peoj)le,  no  ways  guilty  of  any  actuall  injury 
don  to  these  ill  tli.sarnine:.  brnti.'ii  iieathen.  ily  tire  blood  of  these 
poore  soides,  they  thought  that  the  wandering  gho.sts  of  those  there 
Commissioners,  before  meutioned,  might  be  atton’d,  and  lade  downe  to 
ta,ke  there  repose  in  ihe  di^maU  shailes  of  death,  and  tliey,  at  present, 
not  obliged  for  to  prossecute  any  furtlicr  reveuge.  Therefore  to  prove 
whether  the  Fuglish  was  as  redy  for  a peace,  as  themselues,  they  send 
in  there  remoustron.ee  iu  the  name  of  tliere  [Chief,  (ta]ken  by  aii  Fr  g- 
lish  in.terpreter,)  unto  the  (joveriiour  [of  Verg]Inia,  with  whom  he 
expostulates  in  this  sort-  Wh[at  was  it]  that  moved  him  to  take  jp 
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Arms,  against  him,  his  pr[ofessed]  fried,  in  the  hehalfe  of  the  ]Mary- 
liinders,  his  profes[sed  enejmles,  .contrary  to  thal;  league  made  Ijetwene 
[him]  and  himselfe  ? Declares  as  well  Ins  owme  as  sn[hjects]  greife 
to  linde  the  Verginians,  of  Friilds,  without  any  cause  giuen,  to  becom 
his  foes,  and  to  be  so  eager  in  their  groundless  quarill,  as  to  perse w 
the  chase  into  anothers  dominions:  Comj.daines,  that  his  mesingers  of 
peace,  were  not  oneley  murthered  by  the  Jvnglish,  but  the  fact  coun- 
tinanced  by  the  Governour's  Connivance:  For  which,  seeing  no  other 
ways  to  be  satistied,  he  laid  revenged  him  self,  by  killing  10  for  one  of 
the  Verginians,  such  being  the  disperportion  betwene  his  grate  men 
murther’d,  and  those,  by  his  command,  shine.  That  now,  tliis  being 
don,  if  that  his  honour  w’ould  alow  him  a vallnable  satisfaction  for  the 
damage  he  had  sustained  by  the  war,  and  no  more  concerne  himselfe 
in  tlie  Marylanders  cpiarilh  he  was  content  to  renew  and  coniirm  the 
ancient  league  of  amety ; other  ways  him  selfe,  raid  those  whom  he  had 
ingaged  to  his  intress  (and  there  owne)  were  resalued  to  lite  it  out  to 
the  last  man. 


These  proposealis  not  being  assented  to  by  the  English,  as  being 
derogetory  and  point  blanke,  both  to  honour  and  intress,  these  Indians 
draw'  in  others  (formerly  in  subjection  to  the  Verginians)  to  there 
aides : which  being  conj^iyned  (in  se[ierate  and  united  parties)  tiiey 
dayly  commited  abundance  of  uncardf-d  and  im  rcvei’.ged  rmirtliers, 
upon  the  English ; whicii  they  perpretated  in  a most  barberous  and 
horid  nianer.  By  whicti  meanes  abundance  of  the  Fronteare  Planta- 
tions became  eather  depopulated  by  the  Indians  cruletys  [sA].  or 
desarted  by  the  Planters  feares,  who  were  compelled  to  ibrsake  tiiere 
abodes,  to  tinde  security  for  there  lives;  which  they  were  not  to  part 
with,  in  the  hands  of  y®  ludiands,  but  under  tlie  worst  of  torments. 
For  these  briiti.->h  and  inhumane  brutes,  least  their  cmilties  might  not 
be  thought  crulll  enough,  they  devised  a hundred  ways  to  torter  and 
torment  those  poore  soiiles  with,  whose  reched  fate  it  was  to  fall  in  to 
there  unmercyfull  hands.  For  som.  before  that  they  would  deprive 
them  of  there  lives,  they  would  take  a grate  deale  of  time  to  de- 
prive them  first  of  tiiere  skins,  and  if  that  life  had  not,  throug[h  the 
ang]uish  of  there  paine,  forsaken  there  tormented  bodyes,  tliey  [''''<'"■1] 
there  teeth  (or  ;om  instrument.)  teare  the  nailes  of  [their  fingers  and 
their]  toes,  which  put  the  poore  sutferer  to  a w'o[Ful  condition.  One 
was  prepared  for  the  tia]mes  at  lagies  Towne,  who  indured  [imudi,

there  Deaths  should  be  attributed  unto  soni  more  rnercyfull  hands  then 
theares,  for  to  put  all  out  of  cpiestion,  they  would  leaue  som  of  there 
brutish  31arkes  upon  there  fenceless  bodies,  that  might  te^^tifye  it  could 
be  none  but  they  who  had  eommited  the  fact. 

And  now  it  was  that  the  poore  distresed  and  dubly  afrlictcd  Planters 
began  to  curss  and  execrate  that  ill  manidged  buisness  at  the  Foit. 
There  cryes  were  reitteraled  agaiiie  and  againe,  both  to  God  and  man 
for  releife.  But  no  ajipeareance  of  long  wish’d  for  safety  ariseing  in 
the  Ilorrison  of  there  hopes,  they  were  redy,  could  tliey  haue  tould 
which  way.  to  leaue  all  and  forsake  the  Collony ; rather  then  to  stay 
and  be  exjios’d  to  the  crewiltys  of  tlie  barberous  heathen. 

At  last  it  was  concluded,  as  a good  ex[)cdient  for  to  put  the  coun- 
trey in  to  som  degree  of  safety,  for  to  jilant  Forts  u[ion  the  Fronteres, 
tliinkeing  there  by  to  pur 'a  stop  unto  the  Indians  exeurssioris ; which 
after  the  ex[)enee  of  a grate  deale  of  time  and  charge,  being  fini^lied, 
came  short  of  tlie  designed  ends.  For  the  Indians  quickly  found  out 
where  about  tliese  lMou.'-e  traps  were  sett,  and  for  uliat  purpose,  and 
so  resalued  to  keepe  out  of  there  danger;  which  they  might  easely 
ennongh  do,  with  out  any  detriment  to  there  designes.  For  though 
here  by  they  were  conqield  (tis  posible)  to  goe  a litle  about,  yet  they 
never  thought  much  of  tliere  lal'our,  so  long  as  they  were  not  debar'd 
from  doing  of  Miseheife;  which  '\a>  not  in  the  power  of  these  forts  to 
prevent:  For  if  that  the  Englisli  did,  at  any  time,  know  that  there 

Avas  more  ways  in  to  the  wood  then  one,  to  kill  Deare,  the  Indians 
found  more  then  a thousand  out  of  tlie  wood,  to  kill  Men,  and  not  com 
neare  the  danger  of  the  forts  neather. 

Tiie  small  good  that  was  by  most  ex[)ected,  and  now  by  [tliem 
expejrienc'd  from  tliese  useless  fubrieks  (or  casteils,  if  a ...  a marvel- 
lous diseoiitent  amonust  the  people.  . . . the  charge  would  be  grate, 

and  the  benifitt  . . . arise  out  of  the^e  wolfe-pi came  every  day 

losers;  and Banke,  if  it  do  not  inc to  cast  al»out  for  so 

lost.  It  vext  t[lie  hearts  of  many  tha  tliey  should]  be  corn- 

})ehl  to  worke  all  tlie  day,  (nay  all  the  yeare),  for  to  reward  tliese 
]Mrde*eateher'  at  the  forts,  (no  body  knew  fur  whar,)  and  at  uiglit  could 
not  tiiide  a place  of  safety  to  he  downe  in,  to  rest  there  wery  bones,  bar 
feare  they  should  be  shatter'd  ail  to  [leices  by  the  Iiulians;  upon  wliich 
consideration  the  thought  it  best  to  petition  tbe  downe  fall  of  tli<*se 
useless  (and  like  to  be)  cliargeabie  fabricks.  from  Avliose  continuance 
they  could  neather  expect  proliitt  nor  safety. 
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But  for  the  erieetin2:  of  this  buisness,  they  found  them  seines  mi-  Tho  Forts

der  a very  grate  (lisadva!\tage.  For  though  it  may  bo  more  easier  to  the 
cast  downe,  then  irect.  well  cemented  structurs,  yet  tlie  rule  doth  not 
hould  in  all  cases.  For  it  is  to  be  understood  that  these  I'orts  were 
contrived,  eather  by  the  sole  command  of  the  Governour,  or  other 
ways  by  the  advice  of  those  wliose  judgments,  in  this  affaire,  he  ap- 
proved otf;  eather  of  which  was  now,  they  being  don,  his  owne  eme- 
dJate  act,  as  they  were  don  in  his  name  ; which  to  haue  undon,  at  the 
simple  re(}uest  of  the  peo|>le,  had  bin,  in  efect,  to  bane  undon  tliat 
Bepute  he  a^l  ways  held,  in  the  peo[>les  judgment,  for  a wise  ^lan  ; and 
better  tliat  they  should  sutler  som  small  inconveneueies,  then  that  he 
should  be  counted  less  diserning  then  those,  who,  till  now,  were 
counted  more  tlien  halfe  blinde.  Besides,  how  should  he  satistie  his 
honour  with  the  undertakers  of  the  woi'ke  ? If  the  peoples  petition 
should  he  granted,  tluyv  must  be  disapointed,  which  would  haue  bin 
litle  less  then  an  undoeing  to  the  allsoe,  in  there  expectation  of  prothtt 
to  be  raised  from  the  worke.  Here  by  the  people  cjuiekly  found  them 
seines  in  an  errour,  when  that  they  apprehended  what  a strong  founda- 
tion the  Forts  were  irected  upon,  honour  and  proffitt,  against  which  all 
there  saping  and  mineing  had  no  power  to  over  turne  ; they  haueing  no 
other  ingredience  to  makeing  up  tliere  tire  works  with  but  prayers, 
and  miss  spent  teares  and  intreties ; which  haueing  vented  to  no  pur- 
pose, and  finding  there  condition  every  wliit  as  bad,  if  not  worse  since, 
as  before,  the  forts  were  made,  they  resalued  . . . le  patience  was  set  to 
worke.

It  seenies.  in  the  first  rise  of  the  War,  this  Gentiman  hafl  made 
sora  overtures,  unto  the  Governour,  for  a Commission,  to  go  and  put  a 
stop  to  the  Indians  proseediugs.  But  the  Governour,  at  present,  eather 
not  willing  to  commence  the  (juarill  (on  his  part)  till  more  suteable 
reasons  prisented,  for  to  urge  his  more  severe  prosecution  of  the  same, 
against  the  heathen : or  that  he  doiited  Bacons  temper,  as  he  appear'd 
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Populerly  incliii’d : A eonstetiitioii  not  consi^tjint  with  the  times,  and 
the  peoples  di.'p.ossitions ; being  generally  discontented,  for  want  of 
timely  provissions  against  the  Indian:?,  or  for  Ailuall  impositions  lade 
upon  them,  too  grate  (as  they  said(j)  for  tliem  to  beare,  and  against 
which  they  had  soni  considerable  time  complained,  without  the  least 
redress.  For  these,  or  som  otlier  reasons,  the  Governour  refused  to 
comply  with  Iharon’s  proposalls.  Wliich  he  luokeing  upon  as  an  under- 
valluing  as  well  to  his  parts,  as  a disperidgmeiit  to  iiis  pi-etentions,  liee  in 
som  elated  and  pasvsionatc  expressions,  sware  Commission  or  no  Com- 
mission, the  next  man  or  woman  that  he  heard  of  that  should  be  kild 
by  the  Indians,  lie  would  goe  cut  ngain^r■  tiiem,  though  but  20  ineir 
would  adventure  the  servis  witli  hint;  Aow  it  so  nnhajipylie  fell  out, 
that  the  next  person  that  tlie  Indians  did  kill,  was  one  of  his  owne 
Hainiley.  lYhere  upon  liauelng  g(?t  togetlier  som  70  or  80  persons, 
most  good  Ilowsekeepers,  well  armed,  and  seeing  that  he  could  not 
legally  procure  a Commission  (alter  som  struglings  with  the  Gov- 
ernour  (.  . . ScuiTell)  aud  som  of  his  best  friends, -co  . . . tevprise,  be 
applyes  hi  .....  . his  oath,  and  so  forth ans. 

The  Governour  could  not  ......  this  insolent  deportment  of  llac 

ed  at  his  proseedings.  "Which insteade  of  seekeing 

meanes  to  appease  his  anger,  they  devi-ed  meanes  to  increase  it,  by 
frameing  specious  pretences,  which  they  grounded  lupon  the  bouldness  of 
Bacons  actions,  and  the  peoples  affections.  They  began  (som  of  them) 
to  bane  Bacons  YIerits  in  mistrust,  as  a Luminary  that  thretned  an  ecllps 
to  there  riseing  gloryes.  For  though  he  Avas  hut  a }ong  man,  yet  they 
found  that  he  was  master  and  owner  of  those  induments  which  consti- 
tutes a Comj'leate  IMan,  (as  to  intrincecalls)  wi‘^dom  to  apprehend  and 
descretion  to  chuse.  By  wliicli  Imliellslirnents  (if  he  should  continue 
in  the  Governours  favour)  of  Seuiours  they  might  becom  juniours, 
while  there  }onger  Brother,  through  the  nimhleness  of  Ids  wit,  might 
steale  away  that  blessing,  which  they  accounted  there  owne  by  birili- 
riglit.  This  rash  proseedings  of  Iktcon.  it  it  did  not  nndo  himselfe,  by 
his  faileing  in  the  enterprise,  might  chance  to  undo  them  in  the  atfec- 
tions  of  the  people;  which  to  ’prevent,  they  tliought  it  conduceahle  to 
there  intress  and  estiiiilishmetit.  f/i*  to  g-'-t  y®  Governour  in  the  minde 
to  proclame  him  a Bebell ; as  knowing  that  once  being  don.  since  it 
could  not  be  don  Init  by  and  in  the  flovernours  name,  it  must  needs 
breed  bad  Modd  betweue  Bacon  ami  S"  Willitim.  not  easely  to  be 
purged.  For  though  S'  William  might  forgiue,  what  Bacon,  as  yet? 
had  acted:  yet  it  might  be  questionable  whether  Bacon  might  forget 
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what  Sir  IVilliara  had  don : However,  according  to  there  desires, 

Bacon  and  all  his  adhereance  was  proclarned  a Rebell,  iNfay  the  29, 
and  forces  raised  to  reduce  him  to  his  duty.  Witli  wliidi  the  Gov- 
ernour  advanced  from  the  Hidie  Iflantatiou*  to  iinde  him  out,  and  if 
neede  was  to  tight  him,  if  the  Indians  had  not  knock’d  him,  and  those 
with  him,  on  the  head,  as  soin  wu2re  in  hope  they  had  don,  and  which 
by  som  was  ernistly  desired. 

After  som  few  days  the  Governour  retracts  his  march,  (a  jiirnye  of 
som  30  or  40  miles)  to  meet  with  the  Assembley,  now'  redy  to  sit 
downe  at  our  IMetropollis,  while  Bacon  in  the  meane  time  meets  wdtli 
the  Indians,  upon  whom  he  falls  with  abundance  of  rcssalutioii  and 
gallentrey  (as  his  owne  party  relates  it)  in  there  histness : killing  a 
grate  many,  and  blowing  up  there  Magazene  of  Arms  and  Ponder, 
to  a considerable  quantity  . • • y his  self,  no  less  then  4000  weight. 
This  [being  done,  and  all  IfH]  Provissions  spent,  he  returns  horn  to' his 
. . . e.  w'here  he  submits  him  s(‘Ife  to  be  chosen  Bur[gess  of  t]iie  County 
in  w'hich  he  did  live,  contrary  to  his  qiiaUfications,  take  him  as  he  w'as 
formerly  one  of  the  Coiincell  of  State,  or  as  hee  was  now  a proclained 
Rebell.  How  ever,  he  a[)plyes  him  selfe  to  the  performance  of  that 
trust  reposed  in  him,  by  the  people,  if  he  might  be  admited  into  the 
Howse.  But  this  not  faging  according  to  his  desire,  though  according 
to  his  expectation,  and  he  rcuianeing  in  has  slcope,  (then  at  Ancor 
before  the  Towne)  in  wliich  waas  about  30  Gentimen  besides  himselfe, 
he  was  there  surprised  with  the  rest,  and  made  prissoner,  som  being 
put  into  Irons:  in  which  condition  they  remaned  som  time,  till  all 
things  were  fitted  for  the  trial!.  Which  being  brought  to  a day  of 
heareing,  before  tiie  Governour  and  Couneell,  Bacon  w'as  not  onelv 
acquited  and  pardoned  all  misdemeoiors,  but  restored  to  the  Councell 
Table  as  before  ; and  not  onely,  but  promised  to  haue  a Commission 
signed  the  IMonday  following  (this  was  on  the  Saterday)  as  Cicnerall 
for  the  Indian  w'ar,  to  the  uni\mrsaU  satisfaction  of  the  people,  who 
passionately  desired  the  same.;  witnessed  by  the  ginerall  acciameations 
of  ail  then  in  towne. 

And  here  wdio  can  do  less  then  wonder  at  the  muteable  and  imper- 
menent  deportments  of  tliat  blinde  Codes  Fortune;  who,  in  the  morn- 
ing loades  A^ran  with  disgraces,  and  ere . night  orownes  him  with 
honours : Sointimes  depressing,  and  againe  ellivateing,  as  her  fickle 
burner  is  to  smile  or  frowne,  of  which  this  Gen'^imans  fate  was  a kiude 
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bacon’s  proseedixcs,’^

of  an  Epitteiney,  in  the  scverall  vicis.setu<Ies  and  changes  lie  was  sub- 
jected to  in  a very  few  da3'es.  For  in  the  morning:,  before  his  triall, 
he  was,  in  his  Fnimies  hopc.==,  and  his  Friends  feares,  judged  for  to 
receue  tfie  Gurdian  due  to  a Kebell  (and  such  hee  was  proclamed 
to  be)  and  ere  niglit,  crowned  tlie  Darling  of  the  Peoples  hope.-^  and 
desires,  as  the  onely  man  fitt  in  A'^ergitiia,  to  put  a stop  unto  the  bloody 
ressalutions  of  the  Heathen:  And  yt‘t  agalne,  as  a fuller  manifestation 

of  Fortune’s  inconstancye,  with  in  two  or  three  days,  the  peoples  hopes, 
and  his  desires,  were  both  frusterated  by  the  Governours  refuseing  to 
signe  the  promised  Commission.  At  v/hieh  being  disgusted,  though 
at  present  he  desembled  ...  so  well  as  he  could,  (and  tis  supposed 
that  tv  . . . he  beggs  leaue  of  the  Governour  for  to  be  despenee  . . . his 
servis  at  the  Councell  table,  to  vissit  his  L , . . he  saide,  had  informed 
him,  was  indisposed,  as  to  her  . . . which  request  the  Governour  (after 
som  contest  with  liis  owno  thoughts)  granted,  contraTw  to  the  adsdse  of 
som  about  him,  who  suspected  Bacons  desigues,  and  that  it  was  not 
‘so  much  his  Lady’s  sicknc'.-s,  as  the  distempers  of  a troubled  minde, 
that  caused  him  to  with  draw  to  his  owne  liouse,  and  that  this  was 
the  truth,  with  in  a few  davs  was  manifested,  when  that  he  returned 
to  Towne  at  the  head  uf  500  Men  in  Arms. 

The  Governour  did  not  want  intiilegencv'^  of  Bacon«  designe.'*,  & 
therefore  sent  out  his  summons  for  Yorke  Traine  Band.-  to  reinforce 
his  gards,  then  at  Towne.  But  tlie  time  was  so  short,  (not  above  12 
bowers  warning)  and  those  tlru  a{q>eared  at  the  Randevouze  made 
such  a slender  number,  that  nn'ler  4 Insignes  there  was  not  mustered 
above  100  Soulders,  and  not  one  halfe  of  them  sure  neather,  and  all  so 
slugisli  in  tliere  march,  tliat  bcFoj-e  they  could  reach  towne,  by  a graie 
deale,  .Bacon  had  enter’d  the  same,  and  by  force  obtained  a Commition, 
calculated  to  the  hi'jlu  of  his  owne  desii-es.  '\\"ith  which  Commission, 
(such  as  .it  was.)  being  invested,  hee  make.s  red}'-  his  provissions,  fills 
up  his  Companies  to  the  de.-igned  number  (5U0  in  all)  and  so  applies 
him  selfe  to  tliose  servi-es  the  Countrev' expected  from  liim.  And,  tir.<t, 
for  V'  secureing  the  same  troiu  the  excui>ions  of  the  Indians,  in  his 
absence  (and  such  might  he  expected)  he  commi.ssionated  severall  per- 
sons, (-iicli  as  he  could  c-mfide  in)  in  every  res'peetine  county,  with 
select  companies  of  w(  U armed  men,  to  rangL'!  the  Fori-ts,  swomjts, 
tluckits,  and  all  such  suspected  })laces  where  the  Indiands  might  haue 
any  slielte.^  for  the  <loeing  of  misclieife.  Which  proseeding-  of  his  put 
so  .much  enrage^  into  the  i4anter.s,  that  they  began  to  apidye  them 
seines  to  there  accustomed  im[>lovments  in  there  plantations:  whicli 
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till  now  they  durst  not  do,  for  feare  of  being  knock’d  on  tlie  head,  as, 
God  knowes,  too  many  were,  before  these  orders  were  observed. 

While  the  Generali  (for  so  was  Bacon  iio\v  deiionilnated  by  vertue 
of  his  Commission)  was  sedulous  in  thc;-e  atfaires,  & lilting  his  provis- 
sions,  about  llie  head  of  Yorke  Kiver,  in  order  to  his  advance  against 
the  Indians;  the  Governour  was  steareing  quite  contrary  courses.  He 
w^as  once  more  perswaded  (but  for  what  reasons  not  visible)  to  pro- 
clairne  Bacon  a llebell  againe.  And  now  since  his  absence  afforded 
an  advantage,  to  raise  the  countrey  upon  him,  so  soone  as  he  should 
returne  tired  and  exhausted  by  his  toyle  and  labour  in  tlie  Indian. war. 
For  the  puting  tins  councell  in  execntion,  the  Governour  steps  oiior  into 
Gloster  County,  (a  place  the  best  replenished  for  men,  arms,  and  affec- 
tions of  any  County  in  Verginia,)  all  which  the  Governour  summons 
to  giue  him  a meeteing  at  a place  & day  assigned,  where  b<n*ng  met, 
according  to  the  summons,  the  Governoiirs  proposalls  was  so  much 
disreilished,  by  the  wdioll  coiiventiou,  that  they  all  disbanded  to 
there  owne  aboades,  after  there  promise  past  to  stand  by,  and  assist 
the  Governoure,  against  all  those  who  should  go  about  to  rong,  eather 
his  parson,  or  debase  his  Authority;  unto  which  promise  they  an- 
next,  or  subioyned  severall  reasons  why  they  thought  it  not,  at  pres- 
ent, convenient  to  declare  them  selues  against  Bacon,  as  he  was  now 
advanceing  against  the  common  eniiny,  wlio  had  in  a most  barber- 
OLis  rnaner  miirthered  som  hundreds  of  o'"'  dcare  Breatheren  and  Coun- 
trey Men,  and  would,  if  not  prevented  by  God,  and  the  endevionrs  of 
good  men,  do  tiiere  i-itmost  for  to  cut  of  the  wholl  Collony.  There- 
fore they  did  thinke  tliat  it  would  be  a thing  inconsistant  with  reason, 
if  tliat  tliey,  in  this  desperate  coniuntiire  of  time,  should  go  and  ingage 
themselves  one  against  another;  from  tlie  result  of  wdiich  proseedings, 
iiothing  could  be  expected  but  ruing  and  destruction  unto  boili.  to  the 
one  and  the  other  party,  since  that  it  might  reasonably  be  conceued, 
tliat  while  iiw.y  should  be  exiMjsenig  there  brents  against  one  anothers 
v’cpoiis,  tbic  barberous  aCid  common  enimy  (who  would  make  his  disad- 
vantages [s/e]  by  our  cli.'ad vantages)  should  be  upon  there  backs  to 
knock  out  there  brains.  But  if  it  should  so  hapen  (as  they  did  hope 
it  would  never  so  ha  pen  ) tliat  the  Generali  alter  the  Indian  war  was 
flni^hed,  slmuld  atteni[)t  any  thing  against  ins  lion?  person  or  Gover- 
ment,  that  then  they  would  rise  up  in  arms,  with  a joynt  consent,  for 
the  prisarcation  of  both. 

Since  tlie  Governour  could  obtuine  no  more,  he  evas,  at  present,  to 
rest  him^clfo  contented  with  this,  while  those  who  had  advBed  him  to 
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[clajmed  a 
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these  iinclertakeings,  was  liot  a litle  dissatisfido  to  fmde  tlie  event  not 
to  answer  there  expectations.  ]>ut  lie  at  [iresent,  seeing  there  was  no 
more  to  be  don,  since  he  vcantcd  a power  to  liaue  tliat  don,  which  was 
esteemed  the  maiue  of  llie  atfaires.  now  in  hand  to  be  don,  namely, 
the  galneing  of  the  Gloster  men,  to  do  what  he  would  haue  don,  iie 
thought  it  not  amiss  to  do  wliat  lie  had  a power  to  do.  and  that  was 
once  more  to  proclame  Ihicoii  a Tratour,  winch  w.as  performed  in  all 
publiek  places  of  meetings  in  these  parts.  The  lioysc  of  which  proc- 
Jameation,  after  tliat  it  liad  past  the  ailmireation  of  all  that  were  not 
aquainted  with  the  reasons  that  moued  his  hoid  to  do  what  he  had  now 
don,  soone  reaclical  the  Generali  eares,  not  yet  stopt  np  from  lisning 
to  apparent  dangers. 

This  strange  and  unexpected  new'S  put  him,  and  som  with  hi»a, 
shrodely  to  there  trumps,  beleveing  that  a few  such  deales,  or  shntlies 
(call  them  which  you  please)  might  quickly  ring  the  cards,  and  game 
too,  out  of  his  haud.  lie  perceued  that  he  was  falne  (like  the  come 
betwene  the  stones)  so  that  if  he  did  not  looke  tlie  better  about  him, 
he  iniglit  chance  to  be  ground  to  [lowder.  He  knew  that  to  haue  a 
certaine  enimy  in  his  frunt,  and  more  then  uncertaine  friends  in  his 
reare,  portended  no  grate  security  from  a violent  death,  and  that  there 
could  be  no  grate  ditferance  betwene  his  being  wounded  to  death  in  his 
brest,  with  bows  and  Arows,  or  in  tlie  back  with  (Juns  and  IMusquit 
bullits.  He  did  see  that  there  was  an  abseliUed  necessity  of  destroy- 
ing the  Indians,  for  tiie  prisarvation  of  the  English,  and  that  there  wais 
som  care  to  be  taken  for  bis  owne  and  soulders  safety,  otherways  that 
^Yorke  must  be  ill  don,  where  the  laberours  are  mad  criples, 'and  com- 
peld,  insteade  of  a sword,  to  betake  them  seines  to  a e[ru]tch.  It 
vext  him  to  the  licrt  (as  he  y-a>  lieard  to  say)  f [oi‘J  to  thiiike.  that  wliile 
he  was  a hunting  Wolves,  Tygers  and  Foxis,  w'hieh  dayly  destroyed 
our  ha[r]mless  Sheep  and  Lamh[^.]  that  hee,  and  those  with  him, 
should  be  })ersued  in  the  n‘[ar<-],  with  a full  crye,  as  a more  salvage 
or  no  less  rave[iious]  beast.  Ikit  to  put  all  out  of  doubt,  and  hiniseife 
into  . . . gree  of  safety,  since  be  could  not  tell  but  that  som  [whom] 
he  liad  left  behiiide,  might  not  more  desii'C  his  de[ath,]  tlien  to  here 
that  by  him  the  Ii.dians  were  desi;_royed.  he]  forth  wiili  (after  a short 
consultation  held  with  [som  of  his  souldejiv-)  coiinteraiarcheth  his 
Army,  and  in  a trice  . . . with  them  at  the  midle  Plantation, a place 
sitgiiated  in  the]  very  heart  of  the  Coimtrey.

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The  first  thing  that  Bacon  fell  upon  (after  [that  he  had]  setled 
liimselfe  at  the  Midle  Plantation)  was  [to  prepare]  liis  Remonstrance, 
and  that  as  well  against  [the  Governojurs  Paper  of  tlie  21)  of  May, 
as  in  ansvrer  to  t]i[e  Governours  pro]clamatiori.  Puling  both  papers 
upon  these  I)[eclarations,  lie  asks]  Whetlier  Parsons  wholly  devoted 
to  there  Iain[g  and  coun]trey,  haters  of  all  sinester,  and  by  respects, 
am[ing  on]ly  at  the  Coun.treys  good,  and  indeviouring  to  th[e  utmost 
of  there]  power,  to  the  haserd  of  there  lives  fortunes,  . . . destroy 
those  that  are  in  Arms  against  King  & . . . that  never  plotted,  con- 
trived, nor  indevioured  . . . ion,  detrement  or  rong  of  any  of  his 
IMajesties  [subjects,  in]  there  lives,  names,  fortunes,  or  estates,  can 
desarue  the  ap[)eIlations  of  Kebelis  and  Traters?  lie  cites  the  wholl 
country  to  testifye  his  & Ids  soulders  peaceable  behaviours  ; up- 
brades  som  in  Authorety  with  the  meaness  of  there  parts ; others, 
now  welthey,  with  the  meaness  of  there  estates,  when  the  came 
tirst  in  to  the  Country  ; and  questions  by  what  just  ways,  or  meanes, 
they  haue  obtained  the  same  ; and  whether  they  haue  not  bin  the 
spunges  that  haue  suck'd  up  & devoured  the  common  tresfirye  ? 
Questions  what  Arts,  Ciences,  Schooles  of  learning  or  Ma[n]ufacteres 
liath  bin  promoted  by  any  now  in  Authorety?  lustifyes  his  avers- 
sion  (in  generali)  against  the  Indians;  Upbrades  the  Cioveriiour  for 
manetalneing  there  quarili  (though  never  so  unjust)  against  ihe  Chris- 
tians rices  and  intress  ; Ills  refuseing  to  admit  an  Englidi  man’s  oath 
against  an  Indian,  wiieii  that  an  [Injdians  word  shall  be.  a sutlicient 
proofe  again.-t  an  [Knjgiish  Man;  Saith  som  thing  agaijist  the  Ctov- 
ernour  [eon]ceruing  the  Beaver  trade,  as  not  in  his  }>ower  to  de  . . . 
off,  as  being  a Alonopley  appertaineing  to  the  Cro[vvn];  Questions 
whether  the  Traders  at  the  heads  of  the  . . . s do  not  buy  & sell  tlie 
blood  of  there  deare  Briber  . . . untrey  men  ; Araignes  one  Coil: 
Coles  ascertion  [for  sayi]ng  that  die  English  are  bound  to  protect  the 
liidfiaQs]  ...  or  to  tIic,  imserd  of  there  blood;  and  so  conclu[<1es] 
[with  a]a  appeale  to  iCiug  and  Parliament,  where  he  [has  no  doubt] 
but  that  his  and  the  Peoples  cause  will  be  im [partially  ]i]eard. 

[After  this  manner]  the  Game  heginns,  in  wdueii  (though  never  so 
. . . the  one  side  must  be,  undoutediy,  losers.  This  . . . iice  of  Bacons 
was  but  the  Pindudum  (or  with  . . . e)  to  ihe  following  C'luuiter  ; with- 
out which  the  . . . t (in  pt.'oples  raiiides)  be  sulqect  to  rong  iiiterpre 
. . . other  ways  look’d  iipion  to  be,  at  best,  but  Ilctro  . . . lie  inditers 
good  meanoing. 

...  his  next  worke  was  to  in\  ite  ail  that  liad  [any  regar]d  to  them- 
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bacon's  proseedings.” 

srliios,  or  love  to  there  Countrey,  tlie  . . . ChlUlren,  or  any  other  re- 
lations ; to  giue  [him  a meetine:]  in  his  Quarters,  at  a day  named, 
then  and  the[re  to  consu]lt  how  to  put  the  countrey^  in  to  som  degree 
of  safety,  and  to  indevoure  for  to  stop  those  iimnlnent  dangers,  now 
thretning  the  destruction  of  the  wlioll  Coliony,  through  the  bloody 
proseedings  of  tlie  Indians ; and  (as  he  said)  by  8!'  'William  B.  doteiiig 
and  ireguler  actings.  Desireing  of  them  not  to  sit  still,  in  this  com- 
mon time  of  callaraitye,  with  tliere  hainls  in  there  bosums  ; or  as  uncon- 
cer’d  spectators,  stand  gazeiiig  upon  their  approcheing  riiiiiys,  and  not 
lend  a hand  to  squench  those  fames  now  likely  to  consume  them  and 
theres  to  a.slies. 

According  to  the  summons,  most  of  the  prime  Genzmen  in  these 
parts,  (wliere  of  sorn  were  of  the  Councell  of  State)  gaue  Bacon  a 
ineeteing  in  his  quarters,  at  y®  assigned  time.  Where  being  met  (after 
a long  riarange  by  him  made,  much  of  the  nature  of,  and  to  explane 
tlie  summons)  lie  desired  them  to  take  the  same  so  far  in  to  there  con- 
sideration, that  there  might,  by  there  wisdom,  som  expedient  [be]' 
found  out,  as  well  for  the  countryes  securytie  against  S:  Vfilliams 
Ireguler  proseedings,  as  that  hee,  and  Armye,  aiiaht  immollest  pros- 
secnte  the  Indian  wain  Adlng,  that  neather  him  selfe,  nor  those 
under  his  command,  thought  it  a thing  consisting  with  reason,  or  com- 
mon sence,  to  advance  against  the  common  Enimy,  and  in  the  meane 
time  want  iiisureance  (when  they  had  don  the  worke  abrode)  not  to 
bane  their  tlirotes  cut,  when  they  should  return  horn,  by  those  whoe 
bad  set  them  to  worke : being  confident  that  Sr  William  and  soin 
others  witli  him,  through  a sence  of  their  unworantable  actions,  would 
do  what  was  posible  to  be  don,  not  onely  to  ‘destroy  himself,  but  others 
(privie  to  their  knavereys)  now  ingaged  in  the  Indian  servis  with 
him. 

After  that  Bacon  had  ui'g’d,  what  he  thonght  meet  for  y®  better  cary- 
ing  on  of  tliose  aifaires,  now  hammering  in  his  head,  it  was  conchided 
by  the  wlioll  Convention,  that  for  y®  e^tablisliing  the  Generali,  and 
Army,  in  a consistancy  of  safety,  ami  that  as  well  upon  his  march 
ag-ainst  the  Indians,  as  'when  that  he  should  returne  from  the  servis. 
and  nll'O  for  tlio  keenehig  the  Countrey  in  peace,  in  Ids  absence,  that 
there  sliould  be  a test,  or  recoguitioii,  drawne,  and  subscribed  by  the 
wlioll  Countrey,  which  should  oblige  then  [s/c]  and  every  of  them,  not 
to  b'C  aideing  nor  assi-tiiig  to  S;  Will.  Berkley  (for  now  lie  would  not 
alfurd  him  the  title  of  Governour)  in  any  surte,  to  the  molestation, 
hinderaiice  or  detriment  of  the  Giiierall  and  Army.  Tlii;)  being  as- 
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sented  to,  tlie  Clarke  of  tlic  Assembley  \vas  ordred  to  put  the  same 
ill  to  forme;  which  while  he  was  a doeing,  the  Genera.ll  would  needs 
liaue  another  branch  added  to  the  former,  viz.  Tliat  tlie  {leople  should 
not  onely  be  obliged  not  to  be  aideing  unto  Si’  W:  B.  against  the  Gen- 
erali. but  th.at  by  the  force  of  this  Recognition,  they  should  be  obliged 
to  rise  in  Arms  against  him,  if  he  with  armed  forces  should  offer  to 
resist  the  Generali,  or  desturb  the  Countries  peace,  in  his  absence:  and 
not  onely  so,  but  (to  make  the  ingagement  Al-a-mode  Rebellion) 

he  would  haue  it  added,  that  if  any  forces  should  be  sent  out  of  Eng- 
land, at  y®  request  of  S-i  William,  or  other  ways  to  his  aide,  that  they 
were  likewise  to  be  aposed,  till  such  time  as  the  Countrys  cause  should 
be  sent  horn,  and  reported  to  his  most  Sacred  3Iajesty. 

These  two  last  branches  of  this  Bugbeare  did  marvellously  startle 
the  people,  especially  the  very  last  of  all.  yet  for  to  giue  the  Generali 
satisfaction  how  willing  they  were  to  give  him  all  the  security  that  lay 
in  there  power,  they  seemed  willing  to  subscribe  the  two  tirst.  as  they 
stood  single,  but  not  to  any,  if  the  last  must  be  joyned  with  them. 
But  y*  Generali  used,  or  urged,  a grate  many  reasons  for  the  signeing 
the  whoil  ingagement,  as  it  was  presented  in  the  three  conjoyned 
branches,  other  ways  no  securitye  could  be,  expected,  neatlau'  to  the 
Countrey,  Armye,  nor  liiraselfe : therefore  he  was  resalued,  if  that 
they  would  not  do,  what  liee  did  judg  soe  reasonable,  and  necessary 
to  be  don,  in  and  about  the  premises,  that  he  would  surrender  up  his 
Commission  to  the  Assembley,  and  let  the  countrey  liude  som  other 
servants  to  goe  abrode  ami  do  there  worke. 

For,  sath  lie,  it  is  to  be  considered,  that  Si'  William  hath  aliredy 
''proclarned  me  a Rebell,  and  it  is  not  uuknowne  to  himselfo  tliat  I both 
can,  and  shall  charge  him  with  no  less  tiien  Treason.  And  it  is  not 
my  selfe  onely,  that  must  and  is  concerned  in  what  shall  be  charged 
against  him,  but  severall  Genkraen  in  the  countrey,  besides ; who 
now  are,  and  ever  will  be  against  Ids  iiitress,  and  of  those  tluit  shall 
adliere  to  his  ilegall  proceedings : of  which  he  being  more  then  ord- 
narely  senceable.  it  cannot  in  common  reason  be  otherwavs  conceued, 
but  that  he  being  assisted  by  those  forces,  now  implored,  that  they 
shall  not  be  wholly  imployed  to  the  destruction  of  all  those  capeable 
to  frame  an  aoeuscation  against  him,  to  his  sacred  Alajesty.  Acather 
can  it  reasonably  be  apprehended,  that  he  will  ever  condesend  to  any 
friendly  aeeomadatiou  w^’)  those  tliat  shall  subscribe  to  all,  or  any  part 
of  this  ingagement,  unless  such  or  such  persons  shall  be  surrendre<l  up 
to  his  marcy,  to  be  proseeded  against,  as  lie  shall  thinke  fitt : and  then 
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The  oath 
taken. 


how  many,  or  few,  tho.>e  may  he,  whom  he  shall  make  choyce  of,  to  be 
sent  into  the  tother  world,  that  he  may  be  rid  of  his  feares  in  this,  may 
be  left  to  consideration. 

Many  things  was  (by  many  of  those  who  were  at  this  meeting) 
urged  pro  and  con, ^ concerning  the  takeiug  or  not  takeing  of  the  in- 
gagement : But  such  was  the  . ressalute  temper  of  the  Generali, 

against  all  reasoning  to  the  contrary,  that  y°  wlioll  must  be  swollowed, 
or  ells  no  good  would  be  don.  In  the  urging  of  which  he  used  such 
specious  and  subtill  pretences ; soin  times  for  the  pressing,  and  not  to 
be  despenced  with  necessity,  in  regarde  of  those  feares  the-wholl  Col- 
lony  was  subjected  to  through  the  duly  murthers  perpetrated  by  tlie 
Indians,  and  then  againe  opening  the  harrnlesness  of  the  Oath,  as  he 
would  haue  it  to  be,  and  which  he  manidged  solely  against  a grate 
many  of  those  counted  the  wisest  men  i?i  the  Countrey,  with  so  much 
art  and  sophisticall  dixterety,  that  at  length  there  was  litle  said,  by 
any,  against  the  same ; Especiaily  when  that  tlie  Guner  of  York  Fort 
arived,  imploreing  aide  to  secure  the  same  against  the  Indians  ; ading 
that  there  was  a grate  many  poore  people  tied  into  it  for  protection, 
which  could  not  be,  unless  there  was  som  speedy  course  taken  to  rein- 
force the  said  Fort,  with  Munition  and  Arms,  other  ways  it,  and  those 
tied  to  it,  would  go  nere  hand  to  fall  in  to  the  power  of  tlie  Heathen. 

The  Generali  was  som  what  startled  at  this  new'es,  & accordingly 
expostulated  the  same,  how  could  it  posible  be  that  the  most  concider- 
ablest  fortris  in  the  countrey,  sliould  be  in  danger  to  be  surprised  by 
the  Indians.  But  being  tould  that  tiie  Governour,  the  day  before,  had 
caused  all  the  Anns  and  Amunition  to  be  convayed  out  of  the  Fort 
into  his  owne  vessell,  witli  which  lie  was  salod  forth  of  the  Count rey, 
as  it  was  thought,  it  is  strange  to  tliinke.  what  impressions  this  Story 
made  upon  the  peoples  apprehentioiis.  In  eriiist  this  action  did  stager 
a grate  many,  otherways  well  inclined  to  S"  William,  who  could  not 
tell  what  constructions  to  put  upon  it.  How  ev^er,  this  was  no  grate 
disadvantage  to  Bacons  designes  ; he  knew  widl  enough  how  to  make 
his  advantages  out  of  this,  as  well  as  he  did  out  of  the  Gloster  busness, 
before  mentioned,  by  fraraeing  and  stomping  out  to  the  peoples  apipre- 
hentions  wdtat  commentaries,  or  internretation-,  lie  pleased,  upon  the 
least  oversight  by  the  Governour  conunlted ; which  iie-j  managed  with 
so  much  culling  & siilitillety,  that  tiie  peoples  minds  became  quickly 
flexalde,  and  apt  to  receue  any  impression,  or  simlllitude,  that  his 
Arguments  should  represent  to  there  ill  disanieiiig  judgments;  in  so 
much  that  the  Oath  became  now'  more  smooth,  and  glib,  to  lie  swol- 
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lowed,  even  by  those  who  had  tlie  gratest  repugnancy  against  it ; so 
that  there  was  no  more  descorses  used  neather  for  restrictions  nor  iii- 
largements;  onely  this  salvo  was  granted,  unto  those  who  would  chime 
the  benifit  of  it  (and  som  did  soe)  yet  not  exprest  in  the  writen  copey 
(viz.)  That  if  there  was  any  thing  in  tlie  same  of  such  dangerous 
consequence  that  might  tant  the  subscribers  Alegenee,  that  then  they 
should  stand  absalued  from  all  and  every  part  of  the  si  oath;  unto 
which  the  Generali  gave  his  consent  (and  certainely  he  had  too  much 
cuuirig  to  dcnye,  or  gaine  say  it)  saying  God  forbid  that  it  should  be 
other  ways  meat,  or  intended ; adding  that  liimselfe  (and  Armye  by 
his  command)  had.  som  few  days  before  taken  the  Oath  of  Alegience, 
therefore  it  could  not  Ratioimlly  be  imrnagined  that  eathcr  him  selfe, 
or  them,  would  goe  about  to  act,  or  do,  any  thing  contrary  to  the  meane- 
ing  of  the  same. 

Bad  Ware  re(paires  a darke  store,  while  Sleeke  and  Pounce  inveagles 
the  Chapmans  judgment.  Tliough  the  lirst  subscribers  were  indulged 
the  liberty  of  entering  there  exceptions,  against  tlie  strict  letter  of  the 
oath.,  yet  others  who  were  to  take  the  same  before  the  respectiue  jus- 
tices of  peace  in  their  severall  jnridictions,  were  not  to  bane  y®  same 
lattitiide.  For  the  power  of  affording  cautions,  and  exceptions,  was 
solely  in  the  imposer,  not  in  those  who  siiould  here  after  administer 
the  oath,  wherel>y  the  aftertakers  were  obliged  to  swollow  the  same 
(though  it  might  Itaserd  there  clioakeing)  as  it  stood  in  the  very  letter 
thereoff.  Neatlier  can  I apprehend  what  benifit  could  posible  accrew 
more  unto  those  wlio  were  indulged,  the  fore  s'.^  previllidg,  then  to  those 
who  were  deliard  the  same  ; since  both  subscribed  the  ingagement  as  it 
stood  in  the  letter,  not  as  it  was  in  tlie  meaneing  of  the  subscriber.  It 
is  trew,  before  God  and  there  owne  couciences,  it  might  be  pleadeable, 
but  not  at  the  Bar  of  iiurnane  proseedings,  with  out  a favourable  inter- 
pretation put  upon  it,  by  those  wi  o were  to  be  the  judges. 

IVhile  Bacon  was  contriuing,  and  im})oseing  this  lilegall  Oath,  for 
to  secure  him  selfe  agaiiist  the  Gov'ernour,  the  Governour  was  no  less 
sollicioiis  to  hnde  out  iiieanes  to  secure  him  selfe  against  Bacon.  There-

fore,  as  thefoncly  place  of  socurytie,  within  the  Collouy,  to  keep  out 
Bacons  reacli.  he  sales  over  to  Accomack.  This  place  is  sequestered 
from  the  mane  part  of  Verginia  through  the  enterposiiion  of  the  grate 
Bay  of  Cheispiock,  being  itseif'e  an  Isthmus,  and  comnionly  called  the 
Eastern  shore.  It  is  lK)iinded  on  the  Ea>t  v ith  tlie  maine  oacian,  and 
on  the  Sowih  west  with  tiie  afore  s*^  B:i.y,  which  runs  up  into  th.e 
countrey  navigable  for  the  bigest  Sliips  mure  then  240  miles,  aud  so 
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consequently,  not  approclieable  from  tl;e  other  parts  of  '\"crginia  but  by 
^va^er,  v/itliout  surrounding  the  head  of  the  s'^  Ihiy : A labour  of  toyle, 

time,  and  danger,  in  regard  of  the  way,  aial  habiratious  of  the  Indians. 

It  was  not  long  before  Ihieoo  was  iiifornfd  where  the  Governour 
had  taken  Santuary ; neather  was  he  ignorant  what  it  was  that  moved 
him  to  do  what  he  liad  don:  He  did  all  so  apprehend  that,  as  he  had 

found  the  way  out,  he  could  (when  lie  saw  his  owne  time)  tinde  the  way 
in  againe ; and  though  he  went  forth,  with  an  enity  hand  he  might 
return  with  a full  fist.  For  the  preventing  of  wdiicli  (as  he  tliougut.) 
he  despach’d  away  one  Eo]';  Fhuid,  a.  Genbman  of  an  actinc  a?id 
stiring  dispos.sition.  and  no  grate  admirer  of  Williams  goodne.ss ; 
and  with  him,  in  Commission,  one  Ca})t.  Carver,  a person  aquainted 
witli  Na\  igation,  and  one  (as  tliey  say)  indebted  to  W.  (before  he 
dyed)  for  his  life,  upon  a duble  aceount,  with  forces  in  two  ships,  eather 
to  block  vS^  William  up  in  A(.*cdmack,  or  otlier  ways  to  inveagle  the 
inhabitants  (thinkeing  tliat  all  the  countrey,  like  the  Friere  in  tiie 
Ensh,  must  needs  he  see  mad  as  to  dance  to  there  Fipe)  to  surrender 
him  up  in  to  there  hunds. 

Bacon  haueing  sent  Bland,  atid  the  rest,  to  doe  this  servis,  once 
more  re-enters  iq.ion  his  Indian  march : after  that  he  had  taken  order 
for  the  conveineing  an  As'Cmhley,  to  sit  downe  on  the  4 of  Septem- 
ber, y“  Summons  being  AuthentiekM.  as  they  would  haiie  it.  under 
the  hands  of  4 of  th.e  Couneell  of  State  ; and  y'^  reason  of  the  Conven- 
tion to  mauidge  the  atTaircs  of  y®  Countivy  in  his  absence  ; least  (as  he 
saide)  wliile  hee  went  abrode  to  dogroy  the  AVolves.  the  Foxes,  in 
the  rneane  time,  -hould  com  and  devonre  tlie  Slieepe.  Hee  had  not 
march VI  many  miles,  from  his  head  qtiarters,  but  that  newes  came  post 
hast,  that  Bhuid  and  the  rest  with  him,  were  snapt  at  Accomack:  be-r- 
trade  (as  som  of  there  owne  })arty  related)  by  Capt.  Carver:  but 
those  who  are  best  able  V(  render  an  aoount  of  this  affaire  do  aver, 
that  tliere  was  no  otlier  Treason  made  ii.'e  of  Imt  there  want  of  discre- 
tion, assisted  by  the  j’ice  of  liie  : bad  it  bin  otiter  wavs  the 

Governour  would  never  rewaikh-d  tlu'  servi--;  with  y®  gift  of  a Halter, 
which  lie  honoured  Carver  wiih,  siuleuly  after  his  surpriseall.  Bland 
was  put  in  Irons,  and  ill  intreate<h  as  it  was  .'■aide;  most  of  tlie  souiders 
owned  the  Governours  cause,  l>y  entering  tliem  seines  in  to  hi.s  servis; 
tho.se  that  refused  were  made  pri.'.-'OiK-rs,  'lud  promised  a releasement 
at  the  price  of  Carvers  i'lte. 

The  Governour  I'Cing  ble't  with  tlbs  good  servis.  and  the  better 
servis,  in  that  it  wn.s  efected  with  out  Good  shcf.l,  and  being  iiubrmVl 
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that  Bacon  v.tis  entree!  upon  liis  Indian  iMarch.  sliips  him  selfe  for  the  f 
western  shore,  beintj  assisted  witli  5 sliips  and  10  sloops,  in  whicli  (as 
it  is  saide)  was  about  a thousand  soidders.  Tlie  newes  where  of  out- 
striping  his  canvis  wings  soone  reach’d  the  eares  of  tliose  lel’t  bv  Bacon, 
to  see  the  Kings  peace  kep,  by  resisting  the  Kings  vice  gerent.  For 
before  that  tlie  Governour  could  get  over  the  Water,  two  fugetiucs 
was  got  to  land,  sent  (as  may  be  supposed)  from  som  in  Accomack, 
spirited  for  the  Generalls  ([uarill,  to  inform  those  here,  of  the  same 
principles,  of  the  Governours  strength,  and  upon  what  terms  his  soul- 
ders  were  to  fight.  And  first  they  Acere  to  be  rewarded  with  those 
mens  estates  who  had  taken  Bacons  Oatli,  catch  that  catch  could. 

Secondly  that  tliev,  and  there  heirs,  for  21  years  should  be  disclu\r<aed  Upon  Tv-int

from  all  impossition,  excepting  Church  dues,  and  lastly  12  pence  per  Ac-oinark-

day,  dureing  the  wholi  time  of  servis.  And  that  it  was  further  decreed  figtit. 
that  all  Sarvants,  wliose  masters  were  under  the  Generali  Collonrs,  or 
that  had  subscribed  the  ingagoment,.  sliould  be  set  free,  and  injoy  tlie 


fore  mention’d-  benhits,  if  that  they  would  (in  Arms)  owne  the  Gov- 
ernours cause.  And  that  this  was  the  wlioll  truth,  and  nothing  hut  the 
truth,  the  two  men  be  fore  mention’d,  deposed  before  Capt.  Thorp  , 
one  of  the  Iust-a.sses  of  the  peace,  for  York  County,  after  that  one 
Collonell  Scarsbrooke  had  more  prudently  declined  the  admiting  these 
two  scoimdrills  to  the  test.  AVhether  lhc.se  tVellows  were  in  t'ne  right, 
or  in  the  rong,  as  to  what  they  had  narated,  I know  not,  but  this  is  cer- 
taine,  w'hether  the  same  was  tiew.  or  false,  it  produced  the  efects  of 
triitli  in  peojdes  mindes ; wiio  liereby  became  so  miich  destracted  in 
there  ressalutioris,  that  tliey  could  not  tell,  at  present,  which  way  to  tarn  The  peoples 

perpU'X'’‘l 

them  selues;  while  there  tongues  expresed  no  other  language  but  udiat  condition,, 
sounded  forth  feures.  wishes,  and  execrations,  as  their  apprehentions, 
or  atfecthms,  dictated  : Al!  lookelng  upon  them  selues  as  a people  utterly 
uridon,  being  equally  exposed  to  the  Governours  displeasure,  and  the 
Indians  bloody  eruillties  : Sciiii  cursing  the  cause  of  there  approcheing 
destructi(<n,  lookelng  iqio  the  (,)ath  to  be  no  small  ingredient,  helping 
to  fill  up  tlie  measure  of  there  Idiserys:  Others  wishing  the  Generalls 
presence,  as  there  onely  Ruck  of  safety,  while  otlier  look’d  upon  him 
as  the  onely  quick  sands  ordained  to  swollow  iqi,  and  siiike  tlie  ship 
that  should  set  thorn  on  shore,  or  keep  them  from  drownding  in  the 


whirle  puole  of  confuseioa. 

In  the  mi<lest  of  these  feares,  and  permrbations,  tlie  Governour  s- w.  .■iriH? 
ariues  with  his  Fleet  of  o shi[is  and  10  sloopes,  all  well  man’d  (or  Scp.  7. 
appear’d  to  be  soe)  before  tlie  Towne  ; into  wliich  the  Governour  sends 
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his  summons  (it  being  possest  by  7 or  800  Baconians)  for  a ReiidB 
tion ; with  a free  and  ample  pardon  to  all  that  would  decline  Bacons 
intress,  and  owne  his,  excepting  one  Mr.  Drurmnond  and  one  Mr. 
Barance  a Colloneil,  and  both  actiue  promoters  of  Bacons  designes : 
M'hich  is  a most  apparent  argument,  that  what  those  two  men  (before 
mentioned)  bad  sworn  to,  was  a mere  pack  of  untruths.  This  his 
Ilononi-s  Proclamation  was  ata’eptable  to  most  in  Towne  ; while  otliers 
againe  w'onld  not  trust  to  it,  feareiug  to  meet  with  som  after-claps  of 
revenge:  Mdiich  diyerseity  of  o}iinIons  put  them  all  into  a ressaiution 
of  diserting  tl^e  place,  as  not  Tenable  (but  indeed  had  it  bin  fortifyed, 
yet  they  had  no  Commission  to  fight)  while  they  had  the  liberty  of  so 
doeing.  before  it  slionld  be  wholly  invested  ; which  that  night,  in  the 
darke,  they  put  in  execution,  every  one  shifting  for  him  selfe  with 
no  ordnary  feare,  in  the  gratest  hast  posible,  for  fere  of  being  sent 
after:  And  that  som  of  them  was  posses'd  with  no  ordnary  feare,  may 
be  manifested  in  Colloneil  Larence,  whose  spirits  were  so  much 
destracted.  at  his  ap['reheiitions  of  being  one  exce[)ted  in  the  Gov- 
ernours  “act  of  grace,  that  he  forsooke  liis  owne  ilowse  v/ith  all  his 
welth  and  a faire  Cnpbord  of  Plate  intire  standing,  which  fell  into  the 
Governonrs  hands  the  nex  ^lorning. 

The  Towne  being  thus  forsaken,  by  the  Baconians,  his  lloncnr 
enters  the  same  the  next  day,  about  nr>oae ; where  after  he  had  ren- 
dred  thanks  unto  God  for  his  safe  ariv;dl  (which  he  forgot  not  to 
perform  upon  his  knees,  at  his  first  footeing  tlie  shore)  hee  applyes 
himselfe  not  onely  to  secure  wiiat  he  had  got  possesion  of,  but  to 
increace  and  inlarge  the  same  to  his  best  advantage.  And  knowing 
that  the  people  of  ould  usealiy  painted  llie  God  of  war  wiih  a belly  to 
be  fed,  as  well  as  with  hands  to  tigiit.  lie  began  to  cast  about  for  tiie 
bringing  in  of  provissions  for  to  feed  bis  soulders  ; and  in  the  next 
place  for  soulders,  as  well  to  reinforce  his  strength  with  in,  as  to  inlarge 
his  quarters  abrode  : But  as  the  .raying  is,  Man  may  propose,  but  God 
will  dispose  ; wdien  tliat  his  hon*  theugin  inin  selfe  so  much  at  liberty, 
that  he  might  liaue  the  liberty  to  go  when  and  wliere  he  pleased,  his 
expectations  became  very  speedily  Cc  in  a moment  frusterated. 

For  Bacon  haueing  don  his  bnisness  a.g;iin.'T  the  Indians,  or  at  least 
so  much  as  he  was  able  to  do,  haneing  piarched  his  men  with  a grate 
deale  of  loyle  haserd  som  hundreds  of  miles,  one  way  and  another, 
killing  som  and  takeing  others  prissontrs,  and  liaueing  spent  his  pro- 
vissionB  draws  in  his  forces  with  in  tiic  verge  of  the  English  Planta- 
tions, from  whence  he  dlsmiseth  the  gimtest  part  of  his  Army  to 
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getber  strength  against  the  next  designed  3Iarch,  which  was  no  sooner 
don  but  he  incounters  the  newes  of  the  Governours  being  arived  at 
town.  Of  which  being  informed  he  with  a marvellous  ceileritj  (out- 
strlping  the  swift  wings  of  fame)  marclieth  those  few  men  now  with 
him  (which  hee  had  onely  resarved  as  a gard  to  his  parson)  and  in  a 
trice  blocks  up  tlie  Governour  in  Towne,  to  the  generall  astonishment

of  the  wholl  Countrey  ; especially  when  that  Bacons  numbers  was  towue. 
knowne ; which  at  this  time  did  not  exseed  aboue  a hundred  and  fifty, 
and  these  not  above  two  thirds  at  worke  neather.  An  action  of  so 
strange  an  Aspect,  that  who  ever  tooke  notis  of  it,  could  not  chuse 
but  thinke  but  tliat  the  xV<?comackians  eather  intended  to  receue  their 
promised  pay,  without  disart ; or  otlier  ways  to  establish  siieli  signall 
testimonies  of  there  cowordize  or  disaffections,  or  both,  that  posterity 
might  stand  & gaze  at  tliere  reched  stnpidety. 

Bacon  soone  perceved  what  easey  v.oike  he  was  likely  to  bane,  in 
this  servis,  and  so  began  lo  set  as  small  an  esteeme  upon  these  mens 
curages,  as  tliey  did  upon  there  owne  credits.  Ilee  saw,  by  the  Pro- 
log, what  sport  might  be  expected  in  the  play,  and  soe  began  to  dispose 
of  his  affaires  accordingly.  Pet  not  knowing  but  that  the  paucity  of 
his  numbers  being  once  knowne,  to  those  in  Towne,  it  might  raise  there 
hearts  to  a degree  of  curage,  haiieing  so  much  the  ods,  and  that  mani- 
times  number  previde^  against  ressaludom  he  thought  it  not  amiss, 
since  the  Lions  sirength  was  too  weake,  to  strcengdieii  the  same  with 
the  Foxes  Braines:  and  how  this  was  to  be  efected  you  shall  heare. 

For  ernediateiv  he  despacheili  two  or  three  parties  of  Horss,  and 
about  so  many  in  each  partv,  for  more  he  could  not  spare,  to  bring  iu  '''>■ 
to  the  Camp  some  of  the  prime  Gent:  Women,  whose  IIus!)auds  were  the  rump, 

, in  to^yne.  Where  when  aj’ived  nc  sends  one  of  them  to  inform  her  '.hat. 
owne,  and  the  otliers  Husbands,  for  what  purposes  he  had  broiight  them 
into  the  camp,  namely,  to  be  plac’  I in  the  fore  frunt  of  his  Weu,  at  such 
time  as  those  in  towne  sliould  sally  forth  upon  him. 

The  puore  Gent:  ’Women  were  mighteiy  astonish'd  at  this  project ; 
neather  were  there  Hii.-hands  voide  of  amazements  at  tin's  subtil!  in- 
vention. If  IMf  Fuller  tliOLiglic  it  strange,  mat  the  Divelis  black  gard 
should  be  enrouled  Gods  souiders,  they  made  it  no  less  wonderfuil,  that 
there  innocent  and  harmless  Wdves  should  thn.'.  i»e  einred  a wnite  garde 
to  the  Divell.  This  action  was  a IMethod,  in  war,  that  they  were  not 
well  arpjainted O',  ith  (no  not  tho.^e  the  best  inlorm  d in  millitary  affaires) 
that  before  they  could  com  to  [>earce  their  enimies  sides,  they  must  be 
obliged  to  dart  there  we  pons  through  there  wives  brest : By  which 
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meanes  tlioug'h  they  (in  tliere  owne  parsons)  might  escape  without 
wounds ; yet  it  might  be  the  lamentable  fate  of  there  better  halfe  to 
drop  by  gunshoU,  or  other  ways  be  wounded  to  death. 

Whether  it  was  these  Considerations,  or  som  otliers,  I do  not  know, 
that  kep  their  swords  ill  there  scabards  : But  this  is  manifest,  That 
Bacon  knit  more  knotts  by  his  owne  liead  in  one  day,  then  all  the  hands 
in  Towne  was  able  to  untye  in  a wholl  weeke  : While  these  Ladyes 
wdiite  Aprons  became  of  grater  force  to  keepe  the  beseiged  from  salle- 
ing  out  tlien  his  works  (a  pittifull  trench)  had  strength  to  repell  the 
weakest  shot,  that  should  haiie  bin  sent  into  his  Legure,  had,  he  not 
made  use  of  this  invention. 

For  it  is  to  be  noted  that  rite  in  his  frunt,  where  he  was  to  lodge  his 
Men,  the  Ciovernour  had  planted  6 grate  Guns,  for  to  play  poynt  blank 
upon  his  iMen,  as  they  were  at  worke,  at  about  10<)  or  a 150  paces  dis- 
tance; and  then  againe,  on  his  riLdit  hand,  all  most  close  aborde  the 
shore,  lay  the  ships,  with  ther  broade  sides,  to  thunder  upon  him  if  he 
should  offer  to  make  au  onsiaute  : this  being  tlie  onely  place,  by  land, 
for  him  to  make  his  entrey,  into  the  Towne  : But  for  your  hotter  satis- 
ffiction,  or  rather  those  who  you  may  sliow  this  Aaritiiie  to,  who  haiie 
never  bin  upon  the  place,  take  this  short  description. 

The  descrip*  Xlic  place.  Oil  wliicii  tlic  Towiie  is  huilt,  is  a perlict  Peninsulla,  or 

tioa  of  liimes  g 

Towae.  tract  of  Land,  all  most  wholly  inconipast  with  Water.  Haueiiig  on  the 
Sowth  side  the  Uiver  (Formerly  Fowlietaii,  now  called  lames  River) 
3 miles  hrode,  Ineorapast  on  the  Xortli,  from  th.e  east  point,  witli  a deep 
Creeke,  rangeing  in  a cernicirclo.  to  the  west,  with  in  10  paces  of  the 
River  ; and  there,  by  a smalle  Istmos,  tacked  to  y®  Continent.  This 
Iseland  (for  so  it  is  denominate)  haUi  for  Longitud  (east  and  west) 
nere  upo  2 miles,  and  for  Lattitude  halfe  so  much,  beareiug  in 

the  wholl  compass  about  5 miles,  litle  more  or  less.  It  is  low-ground, 
full  of  Marclies  and  Sworni  s,  whieli  makes  the  Aire,  especially  in  y* 
Sumer,  insaluhritioiis  A:  iinheity  : It  is  not  at  all  repleni^lfd  w'itii 
springs  of  fresh  water.  N:  that  which  tlu^y  liaue  in  thei*  Wells,  brackish, 
ill  sented,  penurious,  and  not  gratefull  to  y'^  stuniaek  ; which  render  the 
place  iin[n'oi)er  to  indure  the  commencement  of  a seige.  The  Towne 
is  huilt  much  about  the  midle  of  rlie  Sowtii  line,  close  upon  the  River, 
extending  east  and  west,  ohout  3 tpiartcT.-  of  a mile;  in  which  is  com- 
prehended som  id  or  18  iiowses,  most  as  is  the  Clmrcii,  built  of  Brick, 
faire  and  larste : and  in  tlu  m about  a do.'cn  ffamilh-s  (for  ail  the  bowses 
'are  not  inhahired)  getting  there  iiveings  l<y  keepeing  of  ordnuries.  at 
e xs  t reord n ary  rates. 
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The  Governour  imderstanding  that  tlie  Gent:  Women,  at  the  Le- 
giire,  was,  by  order,  dra^vne  out  of  danger,  resalued,  if  posil)Ie,  to 
beate  Bacon  out  of  his  trendi ; which  lie  thought  might  easebe  beAsaiiey 

made  upon 

performed,  now  that  Ids  Gardian  Angles  had  forsaken  his  Camp.  Bacou. 

For  the  efecting  of  which  he  sent  forth  7 or  (as  they  say)  800  of 
his  Accomrckians,  who  (like  scholers  goeing  to  schoole)  went  out  with 
hevie  harts,  but  ruturnd  liom  with  light  heeles ; thinkeing  it  better 
to  turne  tliere  backs  upon  that  stornie,  that  there  brests  could  not  in-  . 
dure  to  strugle  against,  for  feare  of  being  gauled  in  there  sides,  or 
other  parts  of  there  bodys,  tlirough  the  sharpness  of  the  wetlier ; rviiicli 
(after  a terable  noyse  of  thunder  and  lightning  out  of  tlie  Faste)  began 
to  blow  with,  a powder  (and  soni  leade  too  as  big  as  rausrpiitt  boolitts) 
fidl  in  there  faces,  and  tliat  with  so  grate  a violence,  that  som  otf  them 
was  not  able  to  stand  upon  there  leggs,  which  made  the  rest  betake 
them  seines  to  tliere  heeles  ; as  the  onely  expedient  to  save  there  lives  ; 
wdiich  som  amongst  them  had  rather  to  haue  lost,  then  to  haue  own’d 
there  safty  at  the  price  of  .such  dishonourable  rates. 

The  Governour  was  exstremly  disgusted  at  the  ill  management  of 
this  action,  which  he  exprest  in  som  passionate  terms,  against  those 
who  merited  the  same.  But  in  ernist,  who  could  expect  the  event  to 
be  otlier  ways  then  it  was,  when  at  the  hrst  notis  given,  for  the  de- 
signed saliey  to  be  p’U  In  execution,  som  of  the  olricers  made.smdi 
crabed  faces  at  the  rc[>ort  of  the  same,  tliat  the  Cluner  of  Yorke  Fort 
did  proffer  to  purchase,  for  any  lhai  would  buy,  a Collonells,  or  a Cap- 
tains, Commission,  for  a clumke  of  a [upe. 

The  next  day  Ba(*on  orders  3 grate  Guns  to  be  brought  into  the 
Camp,  two  where  of  lie  plants  upon  his  trench.  The  one  lie  sets  to 
worke  (playing  som  calls  Itt,  that  takes  delight  to  see  stately  structurs 
heated  downe,  and  Mcii  bhwvne  up  into  the  aire  like  Shutle  Cocks) 
against  the  Ships,  the  other  against  the  enterance  into  Towne,  for  to  Th<?  Oovem- 

■'  . . li-aves 

open  a pa-age  to  his  intended  Stoira,  which  now  wa:?  resalued  upon  as  T'>wne. 
he  said,  ’ A wliich  was  r>revenred -by  the  CTOveniours  forsakeing  the 
place,  and  shining  himselfe,  once  metre  to  Accomack ; takeing  along 
with  him  all  the  Towme  people,  and  there  goo'ls,  leavcing  all  the  gratei 
Guns  nnled  up,  and  the  hovrses  emty,  for  Bacon  to  enter  at  his  pleas- 
ure, and  whicli  iie  ui'.l  the  next  monung  bei'"re  day;  \Miere,  contrary 
to  his  hopes,  he  met  with  noiliing  that  miizlit:  satijfie  eather  him  selfe 
or  soiilders  desires,  except  few  Horsses,  two  or  three  sellers  of  wine, 
and  som  small  quartetv  of  Indian  Come  with  a trraic  manv  Tail’d 
hides.  e.. 
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The  Governoiir  did  not  presently  lenue  lames  Illver,  but  rested  at 
mi  Ancor  som  20  miles  below  the  Towne,  wliicli  made  Bacon  enter- 
taine  som  thoughts,  that  ealher  hoe  might  haue  a desire  to  re-enter  his 
late  left  quarters,  or  return  and  block  him  up,  as  he  had  Sf  William. 
And  that  tliere  was  som  probabillety  W.  might  steare  such  a course 
was  news  from  Potomnek  (a  province  within  the  North  "S'erge  of  Ver- 
ginia)  that  Collonell  Brent  was  marching  at  the  liead  of  1000  Soulders 
towards  Towne  in  vindication  of  the  Governours  quarill.  The  better 
to  prevent  Williams  designes  (if  be  had  a desire  to  returne)  and  to 
hinder  his  Conjuntion  with  Brent  (after^that  he  liad  consulted  with  his 
Cabinett  Couneell)  he  in  a most  barlierous  inauer  converts  y^  wlioll 
Towne  into  dames,  cinders  and  ashes,  not  so  much  as  spareing  the 
Chu.rcli,  and  the  first  that  ever  was  in  Yerginia. 

Haiieing  performed  this  Flagitious,  and  sacralidgious  action  (wdiich 
put  the  worst  of  S[)erits  into  a liorid  ('onsternatiou,  at  so  in-hiiinane  a 
tact)  he  marcheth  liis  men  to  the  Greene  spring  (the  Governours 
liowso  soe  named)  where  liaueing  stado  (feasting  his  Army  at  tlie  Gov- 
ernours Cost)  two  or  3 days,  till  he  was  inform'd  of  S(  Williams  Mo- 
tion, he  wafts  his  soulders  over  the  River,  at  Tindells  point,  in  to 
Glocester  County:  takeing  up  his  head  quarters  at  Collonell  Warners  ; 
from  whence  hee  sends  out  his  Mandates,  througli  the  wholl  County, 
to  give  him  a bleeting  at  the  Court  bowse;  tfiere  to.  lake  the  ingage- 
ment,  that  was  first  promoted  at  tlie  IMidle  Plantation  : for  as  yet,  in 
this  Comity,  it  was  not  admitod.  AVhilc  he  was  sedulioiisly  contriveing 
this  afiaire,  one  Cap!  Potter  arives  in  post  luute  from  Rapahanock, 
with  rews  that  Coll:  Brent  was  advanceiiig  fast  upon  him  (vvith  a res- 
alution  to  fight  him)  at  the  liead  of  a lOOO  men,  what  horss  what  foote, 
if  hee  durst  stay  the  commencenient.  Ilee  had  no  sooner  red  the  Let- 
ter, but  hee  commands  the  Drums  to  beato,  for  the  gatliering  his  soul- 
ders under  there  Collours ; wliich  being  don  hee  aquaints  them  with 
Brents  numbers  and  re.-alniions  to  fight,  and  then  demands  theres  ; 
wliich ’vas  cherefully  answered  in  the  aihrmetiue,  v'ith  showtes  ami 
acelematioiis,  while  tlie  Drums  thmiders  a IMarch  to  meet  the  promised 
eonrlict.  Tiie  Soulders  with  ahundanci;.  of  cherefullness  disburthening 
them  seines  of  all  impedinmnts  to  expedition,  order,  and  crood  decipiing, 
excepting  there  Oatlr’S.  and  WenDies  ; ihe  first  where  of  they  retain’d 
in  imitation  of  there  Commanders ; the  other  out  of  pitty  to  the  poore 
whores;  who  seeing  -,o  many  IMou  goin'S  to  kill  one  another,  liegau  to 
feare  tliat  if  they  staide  behinde.  for  want  of  doing  tliey  might  be  im- 
don  [(  Jihere  being  hut  a few  left  at  iiom,  excepting  ould  men,  to  sett

them  on  worke,)  and  so  chose  rather  to  dye  amongst  the  soulders,  tlien 
to  be  kep  from  there  labour,  and  so  dye  for  want  of  exercize.  Be- 
sides they  knew  if  fortune  casi  them  into  there  enimys  hands,  they  had 
nothing  to  be  plundred  of  but  tliere  honisty ; and  that,  as  too  grate  a 
burthen,  and  not  titt  to  be  worn  in  a Camp  they  had  left  at  hom,  there- 
by to  be  found  the  more  light,  and  fit  for  tlie  servis  they  were  des- 
tinated  to.  And  then  agalne  they  had  heard  a })ritty  good  carrecter  of 
Brent,  and  they  could  net  tell  but  that  all  or  most  of  his  Men  might  be 
as  good  as  him  selfe ; so  that  let  the  world  go  which  way  it  would 
(Stand  still  with  Ptollomye,  or  turne  rownd  like  a whorlegigg  with  Co- 
pernicus) they  were  likely  to  com  of  with  a saveing  cast,  the  being 
onely  to  change  there  ^Masters,  not  the  trade  tliey  w'ere  bound  pren- 
tis  to. 

Bacon  had  not  marched  above  2 or  3 days  jurney  (and  those  but 
short  ones  too,  as  being  loth  to  tire  his  Tial)erours  before  they  came  to 
there  worke)  but  he  meets  news  in  -post  hast,  that  Brents  Men  (not 
soulders)  w'ere  all  run  away,  and  left  him  to  shift  for  him  selfe.  For 
they  haueing  heard  that  Bacon  had  beate  the  Governour  out  o'th 
Towne  they  began  to  be  afeard  (if  they  should  com  with  in  his  reach) 
that  he  might  beat  them  out  of  there  lives,  and  so  resalued  not  to  come 
nere  him.  Collonell  Brent  was  mightily  astonish’d  at  the  departure  of 
his  followers,  saying  that  they  had  forsaken  the  stowtest  roan,  and 
ruing’d  the  fairest  estate  in  X^erglnia;  which  was  by  there  cowerdize, 
or  disafiections,  expos’d  to  the  mercy  of  the  Baconians.  But  they  be- 
ing (as  they  thought)  rnoj'C  obliged  to  looke  after  their  owne  concerncs 
& lives,  then  to  take  notis,  eather  of  his  vallour,  or  estate,  or  of  there 
• owne  Credits,  were  not  to  be  rougbt  upon  by  any  thing  that  he  could  do, 
or  say ; contrary  to  there  owne  fancies. 

This  huisoess  of  Brents  haueing  (like  the  hoggs  the  devill  sheard) 
produced  more  noyse  then  wooll,  Bacon,  according  to  the  Summons, 
meets  the  Gloster  men  at  the  Court  bowse ; where  ap[>eard  som  6 or  7 
hundred  liorss  and  foot,  v/ith  there  Arms.  After  that  Bacon,  in  a long 
llarage,  had  tendred  them  tlie  ingagement  (wtiicli  as  yet  they  had  not 
taken,  and  now  wa-s  the  onely  cause  of  this  Ct)uvention)  one  3T  Cole 
offered  the  seuce  of  all  the  G faster  men,  tiiere  igresent:  which  was 
sum’d  up  in  there  desires,  not  to  bane  the  oath  iraj>osed  upon  iliem,  but 
to  be  indulged  the  benifitt  of  Xeutralitie : But  this  he  would  not  grant, 
telling  off  them,  that  in  tliG  there  request  they  appear’d  like  the  worst 
of  sinners,  who  had  a desire  to  he  saved  with  the  righteous,  ami  yet, 
w'ould  do  nothing  whereby  they  might  obtaine  tliero  salvation;  ami  so 
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Mr.  Wading, 
a Mini-stor, 
imprissou'd.

offering  to  go  awaj,  one  Coll:  Gouge  (of  lii.s  purty)  calls  to  him  and 
toukl  him,  that  he  had  onely  spoke  to  the  Ilorss  (meanei ng  the  Troop- 
ers) and  not  to  tiie  foote.  Taeon,  in  som  j)assion,  replide,  he  liad 
spoke  to  the  Men,  and  not  to  the  Ilorss  ; haucing  left  that  sersds  for 
him  to  do,  because  one  beast  best  would  understand  the  meancing  of 
another.  And  because  a minister,  one  Mr.  Wading,  did  not  onely  re- 
fuse to  take  the  Ingageinent,  but  incouraaied  otliers  to  make  him  there 
example,  Bacon  commited  him  to  the  Gard  ; telling  off  him  that  it 
was  his  place  to  Preacli  in  the  Church,  not  in  tl\e  Camp : In  tlie  Jlrst 
he  might  say  wliat  he  pleasedi,  but  in  the  last,  lie  was  to  say  no  more 
then  what  should  phaise  him  ; unless  he  could  fight  to  better  purpose 
then  he  could  preach. 

The  Gloster  men  haueing  taken  the  ingagernent,  (which  they  did 
not  till  another  meeteing,  and  in  another  place)  and  all  the  'Aorke 
don  on  this  side  the  Western  Shore,  Bacon  thought  it  not  a miss,  but 
worth  his  labour,  to  go  and  see  how  the  Accomackiaus  did.  It  must 
be  confest  that  he  was. a Gontrman  of  a Liherall  education,  and  so 
consequently  ni’ist  be  replenish'd  with  gojd  maners,  which  inables,  and 
obligeth  all  civell  parsons  both  to  remember,  and  repay,  receued  cur- 
tesces  : which  made  him  not  to  forget  those  kiiidenesses  the  Accomack- 
ians  bestow'd,  in  his  absence,  on  his  friends,  and  there  nighbours,  the 
Yerginians : and  so  now  lie  resaluc<l  (since  he  h.ad  notliing  ells  to  do) 
for  to  go  and  repay  there  kiude  hearted  vissitt.  But  first  he  tliought 
good  to  send  them  word  of  ids  good  meaneing,  that  they  might  not 
pleade  ivaut  of  time,  for  want  of  knowledg,  to  provide  a reception  an- 
swerable to  liis  qiialiety,  ami  attendance.  This  was  pritty  faire  play, 
but  really  the  Accoinackians  did  not  halfe  like  it.  They  had  rather  his 
Ilonf  would  haue  had  the  patience  to  haue  sta.de  till  he  had  bin  invited, 
and  then  he  should  haue  Idn  much  more  wellcom.  But  this  must  not 
hinder  his  jurnye;  if  nothing  ells  enterveine  tliey  must  be  troubled, 
V-  itli  a troLiblesom  guest,  a^  wt  11  as  tliere  neigld.^ours  had  bin,  for  a grate 
while  together,  to  their  exstreordiiary  charge,  and  utter  undoeing.  But 
there  kinde,  and  very  rnereyfull  fate,  to  wliom  they,  and  their  Fo.-^teri- 
tye,  must  ever  rernaue  indebted,  observeltig  there  cares  and  feares,  by 
an  admireable,  and  ever  to  be  cellibrated  {iruvidcnce,  removed  the 
causes.  For 

Bacon  haueing  for  f^orn  time,  bin  bes<ilged  by  sickne.ss,  and  now  not 
able  to  liould  out  any  longer:  all  his  st)‘eugth,  and  provissions  being 
Sfient,  snrrendred  up  tfiiat.  Fort  he  wa.s  nc  longer  al-le  to  k(;epe,  into  the 
hands  of  that  grim  ami  all  conquering  ('.•iptaine,  Death;  after  that  lie 
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bad  implor’d  the  assistance  of  the  above  mentioned  iMinester,  for  the 
well  makeing  his  Artickles  of  Kendition.  The  onely  Keligious  duty 
(as  they  say)  he  was.  observ'd  to  perform  diireing  these  Intregucs  of 
affaires,  in  which  he  was  so  consideralde  an  actor,  and  soe  much  con- 
searn’d,  that  rather  then  he  would  decline  the  cause,  he  be  came  so 
deeply  ingaged  in,  in  the  tii*st  rise  there  of,  though  much  urged  by  ar- 
guments of  dehortations,  by  his  nearest  Relations  and  best  friends,  that 
he  subjected  him  selfe  to  all  those  inconveneiices  that,  singly,  might 
bring  a jMan  of  a more  Robust  frame  to  his  last  horn.  After  he  was 
dead  he  was  bemoned  in  these  following  lines  (drawne  by  the  Man  that 
waited  upon  his  |>ersou,  as  it  is  said)  and  who  attended  his  Corps  to 
there  Biiriall  place  : But  where  depossited  till  the  Generali  day,  not 
knowne,  onely  to  those  who  are  ressalutly  silent  in  that  particuler. 
There  was  many  coppes  of  Verces  made  after  his  departure,  calculated 
to  the  Laltitude  of  there  affections  who  composed  them;  as  a rellish 
taken  from  both  appetites  I haue  here  sent  you  a cupie.

Can  he  be  Friend  to  Ceaser,  that  shall  bring

(Treason,  Eebeilion)  then  what  reason  iuiue 
Wee  for  to  waitc  upon  him  to  Ids  Grave, 

There  to  express  our  passions  '?  Wilt  not  bee 
Worss  then  his  Crimes,  to  sing  his  Ellegie 
In  well  tun’d  numbers  ; wiiere  eacli  Fdlabeares 
(To  his  Flagitious  name)  a Rood  of  teares  ? 

A name  that  iiatli  more  ‘.mules  wiili  soroiv  fed, 

Then  reched  Niobe,  single  teares  ere  shed; 

A name  that  til’d  all  .iiearts,  all  cares,  witli  paine, 
Untill  blest  fate  prixilanied.

'TAviil  be  nor  sin,  nor  shame,  for  u.s,  to  say

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Of  loy  and  Sorow ; yet  the  last  doth  move 
On  feete  impotent,  wanting  strength  to  prove 
(Nor  can  the  art  of  Logick  yeild  roleii’o) 

How  loy  should  he  surmounted,  by  our  greife. 

Yet  that  wee  Grve  it  cannot  be  denide, 

But  his  because  he  was,  not  cause  lie  dide. 

So  wep  the  poore  destresed,  Ilyum  Dames

And  Country  ruing’d  ; If  wee  thus  lament

Ingrams . Proceedings. 

The  Lion  had  no  sooner  made  his  exitr,  but  the  Ape  (by  indubitable 
right)  steps  upon  the  stage.  Bacon  was  no  sooner  removed  by  the  Land 
of  good  providence,  but  another  steps  in.  by  the  wheele  of  fickle  for- 
tune. The  Countrey  had,  for  som  time,  bin  guided  by  a company  of 
knaves,  now  it  was  to  try  how  it  would  behave  it  selfe  under  a foole. 
Bacon  had  not  long  bin  dead,  (though  it  was  a long  time  be  fore  som 
would  beieive  that  he  wa-  dead)  but  one  Ingram,  (or  Isgruin,  which  you 
will)  takes  up  Bacons  Commission  (or  ells  by  the  patterne  of  thac  cuts 
him  out  a new  one)  and  as  though  he  had  bin  his  natureall  heire,  or 
that  Bacons  Commission  had  bin  granted  not  onely  to  liitn  seife,  but  to 
his  Executors,  Administrators  and  Assignes,  he  (in  the  Millitary  Court) 
takes  out  a Frobit  of  Bacons  will,  and  proclames  him  selfe  his  xSuc- 
cesser. 

This  Ingram,  when  that  he  came  first  into  tlie  Countrey,  had  gott 
upon  his  Back  the  title  of  an  Esquire,  but  how  he  came  by  it  may  pus- 
sell  all  the  HerolJs  in  England  to  finde  out,  u[njtill  he  informs  them  of 
his  right  name : ho^v  ever,  by  the  helpe  of  this  (and  his  fine  capering, 
for  it  is  saide  that  he  could  dance  well  upon  a Hope)  he  caper'd  him 
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sclfe  in  to  a fine  (tliongli  short  liv’d)  e^state : by  marj  ing,  here,  with  a 
rich  Widow,  vnllued  at  som  hundreds  of  pounds. 

The  first  thing  that  this  fine  fellow^  did,  after  that  he  was  mounted 
upon  the  back  of  his  Commission,  was  to  Spur,  or  Switch,  those  wdio 
w^ere  to  pay  obedience  unto  his  xAuthorety,  by  geting  him  selfe  pro- 
claimed Generali  of  all  the  forces,  now  raised,  or  here  after  to  be  raised, 
in  Verginia : AVhich  while  it  wais  performing  at  the  head  of  the  Army, 
the  Milke-sop  stoode  witli  his  liatt  in  his  hand,  lookeing  as  demurely  as 
the  grate  Turks  Muftie,  at  y**  readeing  som  h.oly  sentanee,  extracted 
forth  of  the  Alchron.  The  Bell-man  haueing  dou,  he  put  on  his  hat, 
and  his  lanessarys  threw  up  tliere  Caps ; crying  out  as  loAvde  as  they 
could  Bellow,  God  save  our  new  Generali,  hopeing,  no  dout,  but  he,  in 
imitation  of  the  grat  Suhaine,  at  liis  election,  would  haue  inlarged  there 
pa\N  or  ells  haue  given  them  lea\e  to  haue  made  lew'es  of  y®  best 
Christians  in  tlie  Countrey:  but  he  being  more  than  halfe  a jew  him 
self,  at  present  forbad  all  plundrings,  but  such  as  he  him  selfe  should  be 
parsonally  at. 

It  was  not  long  before  the  Governour  (still  at  Accomack)  had  inti- 
mation of  Bacons  death.  lie  laid  a long  time  bin  shut  up  in  the  Arke 
(as  we  may  saj')  and  now’  thought  good  to  send  out  a winged  Messin- 
ger  to  see,  if  happely,  y°  Delluge  wms  any  whit  abated  ; and  whether 
any  dry-ground  emerg'd  its  head,  on  which,  with  safety,  he  might  sett 
his  foot,  without  danger  of  being  w’etsliod  in  blood,  which  accordingiy 
he  effected,  under  the  command  of  one  Ma  Beverly:  a parson  calcu- 
lated to  the  Lattitude  of  the  Servis,  which  required  descretion,  Curage, 
& Celerity,  as  qualetys  wholly  subservant  to  millitary  affares  : And 
all  though  he  returnd  not  with  an  Olive  branch  in  his  ^louth,  the  Hy- 
rogliph  of  peace,  yet  he  Went  back  w’ith  the  Laurell  upon  his  browes, 
the  emblim  of  Cojiquest  and  tryumph,  haueing  snapt  up  one  Coll: 
Hansford,  and  his  party,  who  kep  garde,  at  the  Ilowse  wdiere  Coll: 
Reade  did  once  live.  It  is  saide  tliat  Hansford,  at  (or  a litle  before) 
the  onsLuii,  had  fjrsaken  tlie  Capitole  of  ^Marss,  to  pay  liis  oblations  in 
the  Temple  of  Venus ; which  made  him  the  eascre  preay  to  his  eui- 
raies;  but  this  I haue  onely  upon  report,  and  must  not  aver  it  upon  my 
historical!  rc[)utation : But  if  it  was  soe,  it  wms  the  last  Sacrvtize  he 
ever  after  otlVed  at  the  Shrine  of  that  Luxurious  Diety,  for  presently 
after  tluit  he  came  to  Accomack,  he  had  the  ill  luck  to  be  the  first  Ver- 
giniaii  borne  that  dyed  upon  a paire  of  Gallows,  When  that  lie  came 
to  the  place  of  Execution  (which  was  about  a IMile  removed  from  his 
prisson)  he  seemed  very  well  resalued  to  undergo  the  utmost  mallize 
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of  his  not  over  kiiule  Destinie,  onely  Complaineiiig  of  the  ninner  of  his 
death  : Being  obserued  neatlier  at  the  time  of  his  tryali  (which  was  by 
a Court  iMartiall)  nor  afterwards,  to  suplicate  any  other  fa^'iour,  then 
that  he  might  be  shot  like  a Sonlder,  and  not  to  be  bang’d  like  a Dog. 
But  it  was  tould  him.  that  what  he  so  passionately  petitioned  for  could 
not  be  g’-anted,  in  that  he  was  not  condem’d  as  he  was  merely  a 
Soulder,  but  as  a Rebel!,  t;iken  in  Arms  against  the  King,  whose  Laws 
liad  ordaind  him  that  death.  Dureing  the  short  time  he  had  to  live, 
after  his  sentance.  he  approved  to  his  best  advantage  for  the  w'cll  fare 
of  his  sotile,  by  repentance  and  contrition  for  all  his  Sinns,  in  generall, 
excepting  his  Rebelellion,  which  he  would  not  acknowledg ; desireing 
the  People,  at  the  place  of  execution,  to  take  notis  that  he  dyed  a Loyal! 
Subject,  and  a lover  of  his  Countrey  ; and  tliat  he  had  never  taken  up 
arms,  but  for  the  destruction  of  the  Indian^who  had  murthered  so 
many  Christians. 

The  buisness  being  so  well  accompish’d,  by  those  who  had  taken 
Hansford,  did  so  raise  there  Spirits,  that  they  had  no  sooner  deliver’d 
there  Fraight,  at  Accomack,  but  they  hoyse  up  there  sailes,  and  back 
againe  to  Yorke  River,  where  with  a Marvellous  celerity  they  surprise 
one  IMajor  Cheise-Man,  and  som  others,  amongst  whom  one  Cap'  Wii- 
ford,  who  (it  is  saide)  in  the  bickering  lost  one  of  his  eyes,  which  he 
seem’d  litle  concern'd  at.  as  knowing,  that  when  he  came  to  Accomack, 
that  though  he  had  Inn  stark  blinde,  yet  the  Governour  would  take 
care  for  to  afford  him  a guide,  that  should  siiow  him  the  way  to  the 
Gallows.  Since  he  had  promised  him  a hanging,  long  before,  as  being 
one  of  those  that  went  out  with  Bacon,  in  his  first  expedition  against 
the  Indians,  without  a Commission. 

This  Capf  Wilford.  though  he  was  but  a litle  man,  yet  he  Imd  a 
grate  heart,  and  was  knowne  to  be  no  Coward,  He  had  for  som  yeares 
bin  an  Interpreter  betwene  the  English  and  the  Indians,  in  whose 
affaires  he  was  well  aquainted,  which  rendred  him  the  more  acceptable 
to  Bacon,  who  male  use  of  him  all  along  in  his  Indian  ICar.  By 
birth  he  w'as  the  Second  Sou  of  a K.',  who  had  lost  life  and  estate  in  tiie 
late  Kings  quarili,  against  tlie  ^iirnamed  long  Parliament,  which  forst 
him  to  Verginia  (the  onely  Citty  of  Refuge  left  in  Ids  3Injesties 
domiiiians,  in  tlio^e  times,  f'ur  destresed  Cavaliers)  to  seeke  bis  for- 
tunes, which  through  las  iiulusterey  began  to  bo  considerable,  if  the 
kindness  of  his  fate  had  bin  more  perminen-;,  and  not  destin’d  iiis  life 
to  so  reched  a death.  IMajor  Cheisman,, before  lie  came  to  ids  tiaali, 
dyed  ill  prisson,  of  feare,  Greife,  or  bad  useage,  for  all  tliese  are 
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reported : and  so  by  one  death  prevented  another  more  dredfuli  to 
flesh  and  blood. 

There  is  one  remarkeable  passage  reported  of  this  Major  Cheis- 
mans  Lady,  which  because  it  sounds  to  the  honour  of  her  Sex,  and 
con3equent[l]y  of  all  loveing  Wives,  I will  not  deny  it  a roome  in  this 
Karratiue. 

When  that  the  IMajor  was  brought  in  to  the  Governor*  presence, 
and  by  him  demanded,  what  made  him  to  ingage  in  Bacons  designes  ? 
Before  that  the  Major  could  frame  an  Answer,  to  the  Governours 
demand ; his  AVife  steps  in  and  touid  his  honf  that  it  was  her  provoca- 
tions that  made  her  Husband  joyne  in  the  Cause  tliat  Bacon  contended 
for;  ading,  that  if  he  had  not  bin  influenc’d  by  her  instigations,  he  had 
never  don  that  wiiich  he  had  don.  Therefore  (upon  her  bended  knees) 
she  desired  of  Ids  honf,  that  since  what  her  Tliisband  had  don,  was  by 
her  meanes,  and  so,  by  Consequence,  she  most  guilty,  that  shee  might 
be  bang’d,  and  he  pardon’d.  Thougli  the  Governouer  did  know,  that 
what  she  had  saide,  was  neare  to  the  truth,  yet  he  saide  litle  to  her 

request,  onely  telling  of  her  that  she  was  a M" . But  his  honf  wa.s 

angrey,  therefore  this  expression  must  be  interpritcd  the  efects  of 
his  passion,  not  his  meaneing:  For  it  is  to  be  understood  in  reason,  that 
there  is  not  any  Vdoroan,  wlio  hath  soe  small  aflection,  for  her  Husband, 
as  to  disliouour  him  by  her  dishouisty,  and  yet  retaine  such  a degree 
of  love,  tliat  rather  then  he  should  be  bang’d,  shoe  will  be  content  to 
submit  her  owne  life  to  the  Sentanee,  to  keep  her  husband  from  y“ 
Gallows. 

Capf  Carver  & Cant.  Farlow  was  now  (or  about  this  time)  Exe- 
cuted, as  is  before  hinted.  Farlow  was  related  to  Cheisman,  as  he  had 
maried  Farlow's  Xeice.  ^Tlien  tliat  he  wmnt  first  into  the  servis 
(which  ivas  presently  after  that  Bacon  liad  receued  his  Commission) 
he  was  Chosen  Commander  of  those  recrutcs  sent  out  of  Yorke  County, 
to  Make  up  Bacons  Yunfloers,  according  to  the  Gage  of  his  Commis- 
sion, limited  for  the  Indian  Servis;  and  by  Sf  William  (or  som  one  of 
the  Councell)  recommended  to  Bacon,  as  a fitt  parson  to  be  Com- 
mander of  the  saide  party.  These  terms,  by  which  he  became  ingaged, 
under  Bacons  Commands,  he  urged  in  his  pley,  at  his  trial! : Ading, 
that  if  he  had,  in  what  lie  had  don,  dcnyed  the  Gcneralis  orders,  it 
was  in  his  power  to  hang  him,  by  the  judgment  of  a Court  Martiall ; 
and  that  he  had  acted  iioihing  but  iu  obedience  to  the  Geueralls 
Authority.  But  it  was  repUde,  agaitwt  him,  that  he  was  put  under 
Bacons  command  for  the  servis  of  the  Coimtrey,  against  the  Indians, 
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wliich  imploy  lie  oiiglit  to  liaiie  kep  to,  and  not  to  haue  acted  by  youd 
Ills  bounds,  as  he  had  don  : And  Since  lie  \ecat  into  the  Army  under 
the  Governours  orders,  he  was  required  to  Search  the  Same,  and  see  if 
he  could  tinde  one  that  Cominissionated  him  to  take  up  Arms  in  oppos- 
sition  to  the  Governours  Autliority  and  parson:  Neather  had  Bacon 
any  other  power,  by  his  Commission  (had  the  same  bin  never  so  legally 
obtained)  but  onely  to  make  war  upon  the  Indians.  Farlow  rejoyned, 
that  Bacon  was,  by  his  Commission,  to  see  that  the  Kings  peace  was 
kep,  and  to  Suppress  those  that  should  indeviour  to  Perturbe  the  same. 

It  was  reply’d,.  this  might  be  granted  him,  and  he  .rin'ght  make  his 
advantage  of  it,  but  was  required  to  consider,  whether  tlie  Kings  peace 
was  to  he  kep  in  resi:?ting  the  Kings  emediate  Governour,  soe  as  to 
levy  a IVar  against  him;  and  so  commanded  him  to  be  silent,  while 
his  sentarice  was  pronounced.  This  man  was  much  pitth'd  by  those 
who  were  aquainted  with  h.im,  as  one  of  a peaceable  dispossition,  and  a 
good  scholer,  which  one  might  thinke  should  haue  inabled  liim  to  have 
taken  a better  estimate  of  his  imiiloyment,  as  he  was  aquainted  with 
the  Tbitliamaticks  : But  it  seems  the  Asstrolabe,  or  Quadrant,  are 
not  the  fitest  instruments  to  take  the  altitude  of  a Subjects  duty;  the 
same  beiug  belter  demonstrated  by  practlcall,  not  Speculatiue  observa- 
tions. 

The  nimble,  and  timely  sorvis,  performed  by  Major  Beverly  (before 
mentioned)  haueing  opened  the  way.  in  som  measure,  the  Governour 
once  more  sallveth  out  for  the  Westerne  Shore,  there  to  make  trial!

of  his  better  fortune  ; which  now  began  to  cast  a more  tavourable  ^oi-ke  niw. 
Aspect  upon  him  and  his  affaires  ; by  removeing  the  maine  oh, stickles 
out  of  the  way,  by  a Deatli,  eather  Xatiireall,  or  violent,  (the  one  the 
ordnarv,  the  other  the  exstreordnary  workings  of  providence)  which 
had  with  such  pert! nances,  and  violent  perstringes,  aposed  his  most 
Auspicious  proceedings.  The  last  time  he  came,  he  made  clioyce  of 
lames  IlivcT ; now  he  was  resalued  to  set  up  his  Kest  in  Yorke,  as 
hauein  the  nearest  Vicinety  to  Gloster  County  (the  River  onely  enter- 
poseing  betwene  it  and  Yorke)  in  which,  though  the  Eiiimy  was  the 
strongest  (as  de,^ireiug  to  make  it  tlie  Seate  of  the  lYarr,  in  regard  of 
severall  local!  covenencics)  yet  in  it  he  knew  that  his  friends  was  not 
the  vreakest,  whether  wee  respect  Dumber,  or  furniture.  It  is  trew 
they  had  taken  the  ingagement  (as  the  rest  had)  to  Bacon  ; but  bee 
being  dead,  and  the  ingagernent  being  onely  per.•^onall,  was  lade  in  the 
Grave  with  him;  for  it  was  not  made  to  him  selfe,  his  lieires,  Execu- 
tors, adaiinistrater,  and  Assignes ; if  other  ways,  it  might  haue  bin 
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indued  with  a kinde  of  iramortalletj ; unless  the  Sword,  or  j lister  (or 
grater)  power  might  hapen  to  wound  it  to  death.  lint,  how  ever 
Bacon  being  Dead,  and  with  him  liis  Comrnissioii,  all  those,  who  had 
taken  the  ingagement,  were  now  at  liberty  to  go  and  chuse  them  seines 
another  blaster. 

But  tliough  his  hoif  knew  that  though  t’ney  were  discharged  from 
the  bindeing  power  of  the  oath,  yet  they  were  not  free  from  the  Com- 
manding power  of  those  3Ien  tliat  was  still  in  Arms,  in  persuance  of 
those  ends  for  which  the  ingagement  was  pretended  to  be  taken  : And 
that  before  this  could  be  eflected,  those  Men  must  hrst  be  beaten  from 
there  Arms,  before  tlie  other  conid  get  there  hetiles  at  liberty,  to  do  him 
any  servis.  Therefore  he  began  to  east  about  liow  he  miglit  remove 
those  Blocks  which  stoode  in  the  Gloster  IMens  way:  v/hicli  being 
once  don,  it  must  take  away  all  Pretences,  and  leave  tiiem  with  out  all 
excuse,  if  they  sliould  offer  to  sitt  still,  wiien  he,. and  his  good  provi- 
dence together,  had  nut  onely  knock’d  off  there  shackles,  but  eather 
imprisson’d  tliere  laylers,  or  tide  them  up  to  the  Gallows. 

He  had  with  him  now  in  Yorke  River  4 Shipps  besides  2 or  3 
Sloopes.  Three  of  the  Sliips  he  brought  with  him  from  Accomack  : the 
Oilier  (a  iMarchantman,  as  the  rest  were)  was  som  time  before  arived 
out  of  England,  and  in  these  about  IdO  ^len.  at  his  emediate  com- 
mand ; and  no  more  he  had  when  he  came  irUo  Yorke  River  : Yfhere 
being  setled  in  Consultation  with  liis  friends,  for  the  Manageiiig  of  his 
ahaircs,  to  the  best  advantage ; lie  was  infurmed  that  there  was  a party 
of  the  Baconians  (for  so  they  were  still  denominated,  on  that  side,  for 
destinction  sake)  timt  luid  setled  tliem  seines  in  there  Vv  inter  quarters, 
at  the  bowse  of  one  3P'  Howards,  in  Gh'Ster  county. 

For  to  keepe  the^e  Vermin  from  breeding,  in  there  warrne  Kenill, 
he  thought  good,  in  time,  for  to  get  them  ferited  out.  For  the  accom- 
plhliment  of  which  peice  ol'  servis,  he  very  secritly  despacheth  away 
a select  numher  under  the  Conduct  of  3rajor  Beverly,  who  very  nimblv 
performed  the  same,  haiieing  the  good  tbrume  (as  it  is  saide)  to  cateh 
them  all  a sleepe.  And  lea<t  the  Good  man  of  y°  Howse  should  for- 
gett  this  good  servis,  tluit  Peverly  h.ad  don  liim,  in  removeing  his  (to 
him)  cliargable  guess,  witli  tlie^e  .'h‘e[iers,  he  convayes  a g(^-od  quan- 
tety  of  there  Landlords  goods  ahorde : the  Baconians  (where  of  one  a 
Lelfl  Collouell)  to  remune  prissoners,  ant  the  goods  to  be  decided 
amongst  those  whose  servis  iiad  inadi;  (i  cm  such,  according  to  tlie  Law 
of  Arms;  wiilch  Howard  will  haue  to  be  the  Law  of  HAR3IS,  by 
placeing  the  tirst  lett>w  of  his  name  before  the  vowili  A.

But  in  ernist  (and  to  leave  jesting)  Howard  did  really  thinke  it 
hard  measure,  to  see  that  go  out  of  his  store,  by  the  Sword,  which  he 
intended  to  deliver  out  by  the  Ell,  or  yard.  Neather  could  his  Wife 
halfe  like  the  Markitt ; when  she  saw  the  Chapmen  earey  her  Daugh- 
ters Husband  away  Prissouer,  and  her  owne  tine  Cloatlies  goeing  into 
Captivity : to  be  sould  by  iMatch  an«l  pin ; and  after  w^orne  by  those. 
who  (before  these  times')  was  not  worth  a point;  Yet  it  is  thought, 
that  the  ould  Gent:  Woman,  was  not  so  much  concenfd  that  her  Son 
in  Law  was  made  a prissoner,  her  Daughter  was  vext,  to  see  they 
had  not  left  one  3Ian  u['On  the  Plantation,  to  comfort,  neather  herself  - 
nor  Mother. 

This  Block  (and  no  less  was  the  Commander  of  the  fore  mention’d  Tho  ruo.-^ter 

men  rise  tor 

sleepers)  being  removed  out  of  the  way,  the  Gloster  Men  began  to  s-  w. 
stir  abrode  : Xot  provoked  thereto  out  of  any  hopes  of  geting,  but 
through  a feare  of  loseing.  They  did  plainely  perceiie  that  if  they 
them  seines  did  not  goe  to  worke,  sombody  eils  would,  while  tliey  (for 
there  neglegenee)  might  be  compeld  to  pay  tliem  there  wages ; and 
what  that  might  com  to.  they  could  not  tell,  since  it  was  probable, 
in  such  Servises,  the  Laberours  would  be  there  owne  Carvers ; and  it 
is  commonly  knuwiie,  that  JSoulders  makes  no  Conscience  to  take  more 
then  there  due. 

The  worke  that  was  now  to  be  don,  in  tliese  parts  (and  further  I 

, 1 • tiers  at  V <*sc 

cannot  go  for  want  of  a guide)  was  cut  out  into  several!  parcells,  accord- 
ing  as  the  Baconians  luul  devided  the  same.  And  first  At  Wests  Point 


(an  Isthmos  which  gives  tlie  Denomination  to  the  two  Rivers,  Pomun- 
key  and  iMattapony  (Indian  Xanies)  that  branch  forth  of  York  River, 
Sora  30  Miles  above  TIikDIIs  point)  there  was  planted  a garde  of  about 
200  Soulders.  This  place  Bacon  had  designed  to  make  his  prime 
Randevouze,  or  place  of  Retreat,  in  respect  of  several!  locall  Cou- 
veuencis,  this  place  admited  off,  and  which  hee  found  fitt  for  his  pur- 
pose, for  sundry  reason.'.  Here  it  was,  I thinke,  that  Ingram  did 
cheifely  reside,  and  from  wlience  he  dre\^  his  recruts,  of  Men  and  INluni- 
tion.  The  iieNt  Parcell.  considerable,  was  at  Green-spring  (the  Gov- 
ernours  bowse)  into  whifh  was  put  about  100  Men,  and  Boys,  under 
tbe  Command  of  on  Cap*  Drew;  who  was  ressalutely  bent  (as  he 
sade)  to  keep  tiie  place  in  spite  of  ail  oppos.^jitioii,  and  that  he  might 
the  better  keepe  his  promise  he  caused  all  the  Avenues,  and  approaches 
to  the  same,  to  be  Baracado’d  up,  and  3 grate  Guns  planted  to  beate  of 
the  Assalents.  A third  parcell  (of  about  30  or  40)  was  put  in  to  tlie 
Howse  of  Collouell  Nath:  Bacons  (a  Gent:  Man  related  to  him  deceased, 
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The  proper- 
ties of  a good 
Generali.

but  not  of  his  principles)  un<ler  the  Command  of  one  ^iajor  Whalv,  a 
stout  ignorant  Fellow  (as  most  of  tlie  rest)  as  maybe  scene  liere  after; 
these  were  the  most  considerablest  parteys  that  the  Gloster  ISIeii  were 
to  deale  with,  and  which  they  had  promised  to  reduce  to  obediance,  or 
other  ways  to  beate  them  out  of  there  lives,  as  som  of  them  (perliaps 
not  well  aquainted  with  Aliliitary  alfairs,  or  too  well  conseated  of  there 
owne  vailour)  bo.rted  to  doe. 

The  Pav'on  that,  by  Commission,  was  to  perform  this  worke,  was 
one  Major  Lawrence  Smith  (and  for  this  servis  so  intitled,  as  \t  is 
saide)  a Clent:  Man  that  in  his  time  had  lined  out  many  a knotty  peice 
of  worke,  and  soe  the  better  knew  how  to  Iiaiidle  such  rnged  fellowes 
as  the  Laconians  were  famed  to  be. 

The  place  for  him  to  Congregate  his  men  at  (I  say  Congregate,  as 
a word  not  improper,  since  his  second,  in  dignity,  was  a Minester,  who 
had  lade  downe  the  Miter  and  taken  up  tlie  llelmctt)  was  at  one  3Iajor 
Pates  (in  whose  Ilowse  Bacon  had  surreiulred  up  both  Life  and  Com- 
mission ; the  one  to  him  that  gaue  it,  the  other  to  him  that  tooke  it) 
where  there  apeared  men  eunougli  to  liaue  beaten  all  the  Rebells  in  the 
Countrey,  onely  with  there  Axes  and  lloes,  had  they  bin  led  on  by  a 
good  overseer. 

I bane  eatlier  lieard,  or  bane  read,  That  a Compleate  Cfenerall 
ought  to  be  owner  of  these  3 induments:  Wisdom  to  foresee,  Expe- 
rience to  chase,  ami  Curage  to  execute.  He  that  wants  tlie  2 last,  can 
never  haiie  the  lirst ; since  a wise  INbm  Avill  never  undertake  more 
then  he  is  able  to  perform;  He  that  hath  the  2 first,  wanting  the  last, 
makes  but  a lame  Commander;  since  Curage  is  an  inseperable  Adjunct 
to  the  bare  name  of  a Soidder,  much  more  to  a Generali : He  that 
wants  the  second,  haueing  the  fii':;t  A the  last,  is  no  less  impertict  then 
the  other;  since  without  experience,  wisdom  and  curage  (like  yong 
Docters)  do  but  grope  in  the  darke,  or  strike  by  gess. 

Much  about  the  time  that  the  (Roster  Men  ]^[ust^ed  at  ]M.  Pates, 
there  was  a riseing  in  Midie  sex,  upon  the  same  aeount : Wlio  were  no 
sooner  gott  upon  iher  feet,  but  y^  Baconians  resalucs  to  bring  them 
on  there  knees.  For  the  efeeting  of  which  Ingram  speeds  away  one 
Walkk-tt,  his  Leiff  Generali,  (a  i\L.ii  much  like  tlie  3Iasler)  '.vith  a 
party  of  Horss,  to  do  the  worke.  31.  L.  Smith  was  quickly  inform'd 
upon  w'hat  areud  Walklett  was  sent,  and  so,  with  a Clenerous  ressalu- 
tion,  resalues  to  be  at  his  hceles,  if  not  before  hand  with  him,  to  helpe 
his  friends  in  there  destress.  And  because  he  would  not  all  togetlier 
trust  to  others,  in  aifaires  of  this  nature,  he  advanceth  at  the  head  of 
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his  owne  Troops,  (what  Ilorss  wlint  Foote  for  numher,  is  not  in  my 
intilfegenee)  leaveing  the  rest  for  to  fortify  IMajor  Pates  howse,  & so 
speeds  alter  Walklet  who,  before  Smith  could  reach  the  required 
distance,  had  performed  his  ^yorke,  with  litle  labour,  and  (hereing  of 
Smitlis  advance)  svas  prepareing  to  giue  him  a Rece})tion  answerable 
to  his  designements  : Swareing  to  fight  him  though  Smith  should  out 
number  him  Cent  per  cent ; and  was  not  this  a dareing  ressalution  of  a 
Boy  that  hardly  ever  saw'  Sword,  but  in  a Scaberd? 

In  the  ineane  time  that  this  buisnes  was  a uoeing,  Ingram  under- 
standing upon  what  designe  M.  L.  Smith  was  gon  about,  by  tiie  advice 
of  his  otlicers  strikes  in  betwene  him  and  his  new  made  (and  new 
mand)  Garisson  at  31.  Pates.  He  very  ninddy  invests  the  Howse, 
and  then  summons  the  Soulders  (tlien  under  tlic  command  of  the  fore 
said  3Iinester)  to  a speedy  rendition,  or  otherways  to  stand  out  to 
3Iercy,  at  tliere  utmost  nerill.  After  som  loos  and  frees  about  the 
buisness  (quite  beyond  liis  text)  the  3Iiuester  accepts  of  Such  Arti- 
cPs,  for,  a Surrender,  as  pleased  Ingram,  and  his  Zvlermidon,^.  to  grant. 

Ingram  had  no  sooner  don  this  jobh  of  jiiniye  worke  (of  which  he 
was  not  a litle  proud)  but  31.  L.  Smith  (haueirig  retracted  his  3Iarch 
out  of  3Iidle-sex,  as  thinkeing  it  litle  less  then  a disparagement  to 
liaue  any  thing  to  doe  with  Walklett)  was  up  on  the  back  of  Ingram, 
before  he  wms  awaiv,  and  at  which  he  was  npi  a litle  daunted,  feareiiig 
that  he  had  beate  A'alklett  to  peices,  in  3Iidlesex.  But  he  perceite- 
ing  that  the  Gloster  3Ien  did  not  w*eare  (in  there  faces)  the  Coun- 
tinances  of  Coii<paerers,  nor  there  Cioathes  the  marks  of  any  late 
ingagement  (being  free  from  the  honourable  Staines  of  AVounds  and 
Gun  short)  he  began  to  hope  the  best,  and  the  Gloster  men  to  feare 
the  w'orst ; and  what  the  properties  of  feare  is,  let  Feltham  tell  you, 
who  saith.  That  if  curage  be  a guod  Oriter,  feare  is  a bad  Couucelier, 
and  a worss  Ingineare.  For  insteade  of  erecting,  it  beates  and  batters 
downe  all  Bull  works  of  defence  : perswuideing  the  feeble  hart  that  tliere 
■is  no  safiay  in  armed  Troops,  Iron  g-ates,  nor  stone  wails.  In  ojtpossi- 
tlon  of  which  Pas,"ion  I will  appose  the  Properties  of  it’s  Antithesis, 
and  say  That  a.s  sorn  men  are  n.ever  vc.llent  buit  in  the  midst  of  dis- 
course, so  others  never  manifest  tliere  Courage  hut  in  the  midst  of 
danger:  Ac\'er  more  alive  then  when  in  the  jawes  of  Death,  crowded 
up  in  the  midst  of  fire,  smoke,  Swmrds  and  gutins  ; and  then  not  so  much 
laying  about  them  through  despareation,  or  to  sauc  there  lives,  as 
through  a Generosety  of  Spirit,  to  trample  upon  the  lives  of  there 
eniinies. 
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42  Ingram’s  proceedings,” 

For  the  savcing  of  Ponder  and  Shott  (or  rather  throngh  the  before 
mentioned  Generossety  of  Ciirage)  one  iMajor  Bristow  (on  Smiths 
side)  made  a Motion  to  try  tlie  equity,  and  justness  of  the  quarill,  by 
single  Cornbett : Bristow  prolforing  him  selfe  against  anyone  (being 
a Geni)  on  the  other  side;  this  was  noble,  and  like  a Soulder.  This 
Motion  (or  rather  Challenge)  was  as  redely  accepted  by  Ingram,  as 
profler’d  by  Bristow  ; Ingram  Swareing,  tlie  newest  Oath  in  fashion, 
that  he  would  be  the  iMan  ; and  so  advanceth  on  foot,  w itii  sword  and 
Pistell,  against  Bristow;  but  was  fetch’d  back  by  his  owiie 'men,  as 
douteing  the  justness  of  there  cause,  or  in . Consideration  of  the  de- 
sparefy  that  was  betwene  the  two  Antagonist.  For  tliougli  it  might  be 
granted,  that  in  a private  Condition,  Bristow  was  the  better  man,  yet 
now  it  was  not  to  be  alowed,  as  Ingram  was  intitled. 

This  bnisness  not  tadging,  betwene  the  two  Clmmpions,  tlie  Gloster 
men  began  to  entertains  strange,  and  new  Kes^ahitions,  quite  Ketrogade 
to  there  pretentions,  and  what  was  by  all  goodmen  expected  from  the 
promiseing  asspects  of  this  there  Leagueing  against  a usurping  power. 
It  is  saide  that  a good  Cause  and  a good  Deputation,  is  a lawfull  Au- 
tliorety  for  any  iMan  to  tight  hy  ; yet  neathcr  of  these,  joyntly  nor 
Severally,  hath  a Coercive  power,  to  make  a iMan  a good  Soulder:  If 
he  wants  Courage,  though  he  is  inlisted  under  both,  yet  is  he  not 
starlisig  quoyne  : he  is  at  best  but  Coper,  stompt  with  the  Kings  im- 
press. and  w'iii  pass  for  no  more  tlieii  his  just  vallew.  As  to  a good 
Cause,  doiitless,  they  had  Satisfied  themselves  as  to  that,  ells  what  were 
tlicv  at  this  time  a Cuutendiiig  for,  and  for  whom?  And  as  for  a good 
Deputation,  if  they  wanted  tliat,  where  fore  did  they  so  miserably  be- 
foole  them  selves,- as  to  run  in  to  the  moutliS  of  there  eniraies,  and  there 
to  stand  still  like  a Company  of  Sheep,  witli  tiic  knife  at  there  tlirotes, 
and  never  so  much  as  oticr  to  Bleat ; for  tlie  saving  of  there  lives,  lib- 
erties, Estates,  and  what  to  truly  vallieut  men  is  of  grater  vallew  then 
these,  there  Creditts?  all  which  now  lay  at  tlse  3[ercy  of  there  enimies, 
by  a tame  surrender  of  there  .Arms,  and  Parsons  in  to  the  hands  of  In- 
gram (with  out  Strikeing  one  Stroke;  who  blueing  made  all  the  cheife 
Meu  prisiouers  (excepting  those  who  first  run  away)  lie  dismist  the 
rest  to  there  owne  abodes,  there  to  Sum  uj;  tlie  number  of  those  that 
were  eather  slane  or  woumled,  in  tins  Sends. 

iMuch  about  this  time,  of  the  Gloster  huisuess,  his  hon'"  sends  abrode 
a party  of  Men,  from  otf  aboarde,  uiahn-  the  Command  of  one  Hubert 
Phiri'iU,  to  tferitt  out  a Cuinpany  of  the  Kel.adls,  who  kep  Gard  at  Coll. 
Bacons,  under  the  power  of  iMajor  Wiialy,  before  mentioned.  Coil. 
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Bacon  liira?telfe.  and  one  Coll:  Lndwell,  came  along  with  Farrill,  to  i=^ee 
to  the  l\[aiiagemeiit  of  the  enterprise  ; about  wdiicli  they  tooke  all  posi- 
ble  care,  that  it  might  prove  fortunate.  For  they  had  no  sooner  re- 
salued  upon  the  oiLsett,  but  they  consult  on  tlie  ]Maner,  which  was  to  be 
effected  by  a Generossety  paralell -with  the  designe ; which  required 
Curage,  and  expedition  : and  so  concludes  not  to  answer  the  Centreys 
byfireing;  but  to  take,  kill,  or  drive  them  up  to  there  Avenues,  and 
then  to  enter  pell  mell  with  them  in  to  the  bowse  ; this  Method  was 
good  had  it  bin  as  well  executed,  as  Contrived.  But  the  Centrey  had 
no  sooner  made  the  Challinge,  with  his  mouth,  demanding  who  Corns 
there?  but  the  other  answer  with  there  IMusquits  (which  seldom 
Speakes  the  language  of  friends)  and  that  in  soe  loud  a Maner,  that  it 
alarurn’d  those  in  the  how'se  to  a defence,  and  then  in  to  a posture  to 
salley  out.  Which  the  other  perceueing  (contrary  to  there  first  orders) 
wheeles  of  from  the  danger,  to  find  a plat*e  for  there  securyrie,  which 
they  in  part  found,  behinde  sota  out  buildings,  and  from' whence  they 
fired  one  upon  the  other,  giveing  the  Bullits  leave  to  grope  there  owne 
way  in  the  dark  (for  as  yet  it  was  not  day)  till  the  Generali  %vas  shot 
through  his  loynes  ; ami  in  his  fate  all  the  soulders  (or  the  grater  part) 
through  there  hearts,  Xow  sunke  in  to  there  heels  which  they  were  now 
makeing  use  of  instead  of  there,  hands,  the  better  to  sane  there  jackits, 
of  wdiich  they  had  bin  Certainely  Stript,  had  they  Com  under  there 
enimies  fingers,  who  kuowes  better  how  to  Steale  then  fight,  not  with-  FrimUkiU. 
standing  this  iiiieveu  Cast  of  Fortunes  Mallize.  Being  a Coiitlict,  in 
wdiich  the  losers  bane  cause  to  repent,  and  the  winers  F aith  to  giue 
God  tlianks;  unless  with  the  same  devotion  Theives  do  vviien  that  they 
haue  stript  honist  3Ien  out  of  there  Mony.  Here  wms  none  hut  there 
Generali  kild,  whose  Commission  was  found  droping-wmtt  with  his  owne 
blood,  in  his  pockitt ; and  3 or  4 taken  pidsoners  ; what  wounded  not 
knowne,  if  any,  in  there  backs  ; as  there  enimies  say ; who  glory  VI  more 
in  there  Conquest  then  ever  Scanderbeg  did.  for  the  gratest  victory  he 
ever  obtained  against  the  Turkes.  If  S^'  Williams  Cause  w'erc  no  bet- 
ter then  his  fortunes,  hither  to,  how  many  prossellites  miglit  his  disas- 
ters bring  over  to  the  tother  side  ? biit  God  forbid  that  the  justice  of 
all  quarills  should  he  estimated  by  there  events. 

Yet  here  in  this  action  (as  well  as  sorn  other  belbre)  wlio  can  cliuse 
but  deplore  the  strange  fate  that  the  Governour  was  subjected  to,  in 
the  evill  choyce  of  his  cheife-commanders,  for  the  leadeing  on  his  iMil- 
litary  trunsemtions ; that  wdien  his  cause  should  com  to  a day  of  heare- 
iiig,  they  should  want  Curage  to  put  in  there  pleay  of  defence,  against 
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there  Adverssarys  arguments ; and  pittyfully  to  stand  still  and  see 
themselues  nonsuted,  in  every  sneakeing  adventure,  or  Action,  that  cal’d 
upon  there  Gienerossety,  (if  they  had  had  any)  to  vindicate  there  indu- 
bitable pretences  agaiiist'a  usurped  power. 

It  is  trew  Whalys  Condition  was  desperate,  and  liee  was  resalved 
that  his  Curage  shoidd  be  conformable  & as  desperate  as  his  Condition. 
He  did  not  want  intilligence  how  I[ansford,  nnd  Som  others,  was  sarved 
at  Accomack ; which  made  him  thiiike  it  a grate  deale  better  to  dye 
like  a iNfan,  then  to  be  bang’d  like  a Dogg  ; if  that  liis  Fate  would  but 
give  him  the  liberty  of  picking  as  well  as  he  had  taken  the  liberty  of 
stealeing;  of  wdiich  unsouldei’-like  quallety  he  was  fowly  guilty.  Hut 
let  Whaleys  condition  be  never  so  desperate,  and  that  he  was  resalud 
to  IManage  an  oopossition  against  his  Assalent  according  to  his  condi- 
tion, yet  those  in  the  Howse  with  him  stoode  upon  other  terms,  being 
two  thirds  (and  the  wholl  exseeded  not  40)  prest  into  the  Scrvis,  much 
against  there  will;  and  had  a grater  antipethy  against  Whaly  then  they 
had  an}'  cause  for  to  feare  hi^.  fate,  if  he,  and  they  too.  had  bin  taken. 
As  for  that  Objection,  that  Farrill  was  not.  at  this  time,  tldly  cured  of 
those  Wounds  he  receved  in  the  Salley  at  Towne,  whicli  in  this  action 
proved  detrimental!  both  to  his  strength  and  enrage : Why  then  (if  it 
was  so)  did  he  accept  of  this  irnploy  (he  liancing  the  libei’LV  of  refuse- 
ing)  since  none  could  be  better  aquainted  witli  his  owne  Condition 
(eather  for  Strengtli  or  Courage)  better  then  liim  selfe  ? Certainely  in 
this  particLiler,  Fariils  foolis’i  ostentation  was  not  excuseable,  nor  Sf 
William  with  out  blame,  to  Complye  with  his  amhition,  as  he  had  no 
other  parts  to  prove  himselfe  a Soulder,  then  a luiire  brain’d  ressalu- 
tion  to  put  him  selfe  forward  in  those  atlhires  he  had  no  more  aquaint- 
ance  wdtli  then  what  he  had  heard  people  te.lke  otT;  For  the  falure  of 
this  enterprise  (which  must  wholly  be  refer d to  the  breach  he  made 
upon  their  sedulous  determinadons)  which  was  (as  is  intimated  before, 
to  croude.  in  to  the  Howse  with  the  Centrey)  was  not  oiiely  injurious 
to  there  owne  party,  by  ieting  slip  so  faire  an  occasion,  to  weaken  the 
pow'er  of  the  enimy.  by  removeing  Vv  lialy  out  of  the  way,  who  was 
esteemed  the  Most  Cousiderablesi  parson  on  that  si?le  ; but  it  was,  and 
did  prove  of  bad  co^oqucMce  to  tlu‘  iiujaecnt  p,irt>J,  vvherts  he  kep  gat’d : 
F’or  where  as  before  lie  <lid  onely  take  ime  where  he  might  do  mis- 
clieife,  he  now  did  mischeife  witli  orn  talujing  ame  : before  this  unbapie 
conflict,  he  did  ievie  at  this,  »)r  that  particuler  onely,  hut  now  he  sliott 
at  Rover.',  let  the  same  lite  where  it  would  lie  matter'd  iiott. 

Cap':  Granthanj  ha  1,  now,  bin  som  time  in  Yorke  River.  A man  unto 
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whom  Verginia  is  very  much  beholden  for  liis  neate  contrivance  in 
bringing  Ingram  (and  som  others)  over  to  harken  to  reason.  With  In- 
gram he  had  som  small  a(|uaiiitance,  for  it  was  in  his  Ship  timt  he  came 
to  Yerginia  ; and  so  resaliied  to  try  if  he  might  not  doe  that  by  -words, 
-udiich  others  could  not  accoraplish  Stvords.  Now  all  though  he 
knew  that  lugrarn  -was  the  Point,  -wdiere  all  tlie  lines  of  his  contrivance 
were  for  to  Center,  yet  he  could  not  tell,  very  w'ell,  how  to  obtaine  this 
point.  For  all  though  he  did  know  that  Ingram,  in  his  private  Condi- 
tion, was  accostable  enough;  yet  since  the  Tit  IMouse  (by  one  of  For- 
tunes figaryes)  was  becom  an  Elliphant,  he  did  not  know  but  tliat  his 
pride,  might  be  as  immence  as  his  power : since  the  Peacock  (tlioiigh 
bred  upon  a Dung-hill)  is  no  less  proud  of  his  fine  fetlicrs  then  the 
princely  Eagle  is  of  his  nolle  curage.  Wiiat  Arguments  Grantham 
made  use  of,  to  Ting  tlie  Sword  out  of  Ingrams  hand,  to  me  is  not  vis- 
able.  more  then  ^Yllat  he  tould  me  of;  wdiich  I thinke  wats  not  Mercii- 
riall  enough,  against  an  ordnary  Sophester.  But  to  speake  the  truth, 
it  may  be  imagin’d  that  Grantham  (at  this  time)  could  not  bring  more 
reasons  to  Convince  Ingram,  then  lugrtim  had  in  his  owne  head  to 
Convince  him  selfe  ; and  so  did  onely  a wate  som  favourable  overtures 
(and  such  as  Grantham  might,  it  is  posible,  now^  make)  to  bring  him 
over  to  the  tother  side.  Neather  could  he  apprehend  more  reason  in 
Granthams  Argument.-,  then  in  his  owne  atfaires,  wdiich  now^  provok’d 
hnn  to  dismount  from  the  back  of  that  Horss  which  he  wanted  skill, 
and  strength,  to  Manidge  ; especially  there  being  som,  of  his  owme 
party,  w^ateing  an  opertunity  to  toss  him  out  of  the  Sadie,  of  his  nevv* 
mounted  honours ; and  of  whose  designes  he  wanted  not  som  intilli- 
gence,  in  the  Coiuitinanoes  of  his  jMermidons  ; wdio  began  for  to  looke 
a skew  upon  this,  there  i}Iilk-sopp  Generali ; wdio  they  judged  fitter  to 
dance  upon  a Rope,  or  in  som  of  his  wenches  lapps,  then  to  caper, 
eather  to  Bellonies  Bagpipe,  or  Marsses  whisle. 

But  though  Ingram  was  -won  upon,  to  turn  honist,  in  this  thing 
(thanks  to  his  necesfitye,  -^vhidi  made  it  an  act  of  Compulrion,  not  a 
free  wuTl  ofiering)  yet  wa.>  the  worke  but  halfe  don,  imiill  the  Soulders 
were  wrought  upon  to  follow  his  example.  And  though  lie  him  selfe, 
or  any  body  ells,  might  command  them  to  take  up  there  Arms,  when 
any  mischeife  was  to  be  don : yet  it  was  a question  wliether  he,  or  any 
in  the  Countrye,  could  command  them  to  lay  downe  there  Arms,  for  to 
efect  or  do  any  good.  In  such  a case  as  tiiis,  where  Authority  wants 
power,  descretioQ  must  be  made  use  of,  as  a vertue  Surmouuting  a 
brutish  force.  Grantham,  though  he  had  bln  but  a while  in  the  Couii- 
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trey,  and  had  seene  but  litle,  as  to  mater  of  Action,  yet  he  had  heard  a 
grate  deale  ; aiid  So  Much  that  the  name  of  Authority  had  but  litle 
power  to  ring  y®  Sword  out  of  tliese  Mad  fellows  hands,  as  he  did 
perceue.  And  that  tliei'e  was  more  hopes  to  efect  that  by  smoothe 
words,  which  was  never  likely  to  be  accomplish’d  by  rough  deeds ; 
there  fore  he  resalued  to  accoste  them,  as  the  Divell  courted  Eve, 
though  to  a better  purpose,  with  never  to  be  performed  promises  : 
counting  it  no  sin  to  Lii<liticate  those  for  there  good,  that  had  bin  de- 
ceiied  by  others  to  there  hurt,  lie  knew  that  Men  were  to  be  treated 
as  such,  and  Children  according  to  th.ere  childish  dispossitions  : And 
all  though  it  was  not  with  both  these  he  was  ifOw  to  deale,  yet  l\e  was 
to  observe  the  severall  tengiers  of  tliose  lie  was  to  worke  upon. 

What  number  of  Soulders  wms,  at  this  time,  in  Garrisson  at  West 
Point,  I ara  not  Certane : It  is  saide  al'out  250,  surn’d  up  in  freemen, 
searvants  and  slaues ; these  three  ingredience  being  the  Compossition 
of  Paeons  Army,  ever  since  that  the  Governour  left  Towme.  These 
was  informed  (to  prepare  tlie  vraj')  two  or  tliree  days  before  that  Grant- 
ham came  to  them,  that  there  was  a treaty  on  tbote  betwene  there 
Generali,  and  tlte  Governour  ; and  that  Grantham  did  inanely  promote 
the  same,  as  he  was  a parson  that  favoured  the  cause,  that  they  were 
contending  for. 

When  that  Grantham  arlved,  amongst  tliese  fine  fellowes,  he  w\as 
reeeued  with  more  then  an  ordnary  respect ; which  he  hauein'g  repade, 
■witli  a suteable  deportment,  he  aquaiiits  them  with  his  Commission, 
which  was  to  tell  them,  that  tliere  was  a peace  Concluded  betwene  y® 
Governour  and  there  Generali ; ah  since  him  self  had  (In  sorn  meas- 
ures) used  his  indeviours,  to  bring  the  same  to  pass,  hee  beg'd  of  the 
Governour,  that  he  might  liaue  the  hon!  to  com  and  aquaint  them 
with  the  terms  ; which  he  saide  was  such,  that  they  had  all  cause  to 
rejo}'ce  at,  then  any  ways  to  thiiike  hardly  of  the  same  ; there  being  a 
Compleate  satistaction  to  be  given  (by  tbe  Articles  of  agreement''  ac- 
cording to  every  ones  particuler  irilress  ; which  he  surn’d  up  under 
these  heads.  And  hrst,  those  that  were  now  in  Arms  (and  free  Men) 
under  the  Generali,  were  still  to  be  retained  in  Arras,  if  they  so 
pleased,  against  the  Indums.  .Secondly,  And  for  tliose  who  had  a desire 
for  to  return  hom,  to  there  owne  abodes,  care  was  taken  for  to  haue 
them  satisfide,  for  the  time  they  had  bin  out,  according  to  the  alowance 
made  the  last  Assembiey.  And  lastha  those  that  were  sarvants  in  Anns, 
and  behaued  them  selues  well,  in  tliere  iinpioyment,  should  emediatcly 
receve  discharges  from  there  Indentures,  signed  by  the  Governour,  or 
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Sequetary  of  State  ; and  there  Masters  to  reeeue,  from  the  publlck,  a 
valluable  Satisfaction,  for  every  Sarvant,  so  set  free  (Marke  the  words) 
proportionally  to  the  time  that  they  haue  to  serve. 

Upon  these  terms,  the  Soulders  forsake  West-Point,  and  goe  with 
Grantham  to  kiss  the  Governour-.  hands  (still  at  Tindells  point)  and 
to  receiie  the  benifitt  of  the  Articles  mentioned  by  Grantham  ; where 
w'hen  they  came  (which  was  by  water,  them  seines  in  one  vessill,  and 
there  Arms  in  anotlicr  ; and  so  connived  by  Grantham,  as  he  tould  me 
him  selfe,  upon  good  reason)  the  Sarvants  and  Slaves  was  sent  horn  to 
there  blasters,  there  to  stay  till  the  Governour  had  leasure  to  signe 
there  discharges  ; or  to  say  better,  till  they  were  free,  according  to  the 
Custom  of  the  Coimtrey,  tlie  rest  was  made  prissoners,  or  entertain’d 
by  the  Governour,  as  hee  found  them  inclin’d. 

Of  all  the  obstickles,  that  hath,  hither  to,  lane  in  the  Governours 
way,  there  is  not  one  (which  hath  talne  with  in  the  Verge  of  my  intilii- 
gence)  that  hath  bin  removed  by  the  Sword;  excepting  what  was  per- 
formed under  the  Conduct  of  Beverly:  How  tliis,  undertaken  by 
Grantham,  was  edected.  you  haue  heard ; tliough  badly  (as  the  rest) 
by  me  Sum’d  up.  The  next,  that  is  taken  notis  of,  is  that  at  Greene 
Spring  (before  hinted)  under  the  Command  of  one  Capl  Drew,  formerly 
a Miller  (by  profession)  though  now  Digrdfide  with  the  title  of  a Cap: 
and  made  Governour  of  this  Place  by  Bacon,  as  ho  was  a ]>erson  form- 
erly behoulden  unto  Sr  William ; and  soe,  by  way  of  requiteall,  most 
likely  to  keepe  him  out  of  his  owne  Ilowse.  This  Whisker  of  'Whor- 
ly-Giggs,  perceueing  (now)  that  there  was  3rore  ^fater  coming  dowrie 
upon  his  IMill,  then  the  Dam  woiihl  hould,  tiiought  best  in  time,  to  for- 
tifye  the  same,  least  all  should  be  borne  downe  before  he  had  taken 
his  toule.  Wliich  haueing  effected  (makeing  it  the  strongest  place  in 
the  Country  wliat  with  grate  and  small  Gunns)  he  stands  upon  his 
gard,  and  refuseth  to  Surrender,  but  upon  his  owne  terms  ; Which  be- 
ing grante'l,  he  secures  the  place  tid  such  time  as  S[  ’William  should,  in 
parson,  com  a id  take  possesion  of  the  same  : And  was  not  this  pritely, 
honestly,  don,  of  a IMiiler. 

The  gratest  didlculty,  now’  to  be  performed,  was  to  remove  Drum- 
mond and  Larance  out  of  the  way.  These  two  Alen  v:as  exeepted  out 
of  the  Governours  pardou,  by  his  Proclamation  of  lime  hu^t,  and 
severall  papers  since,  and  for  to  dye  witliout  hrany.  when  ever  taken; 
as  they  were  the  cheife  Incc-ndiarys,  and  proi  inters  to,  and  for  Bacons 
Designes ; and  by  whose  Couiicells  all  transactions  were,  for  the  grater 
part,  managed  ail  along  on  that  Side.  Drummoud  was  tbrmeiiy  Gov- 
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ernour  of  Carolina,  and  all  ways  esteemed  a Panson  of  such  indiiments, 
where  Wisdom  and  honisty,  are  contending  for  snpriority ; which  ren- 
dred  him  to  be  one  of  that  sort  of  people,  whose  deraentions  are  not  to 
be  taken,  by  the  line  of  an  ordnary  Capassety.  Larance  was  late  one 
of  the  Assemble}',  and  Burgis  for  Towne,  in  winch  he  w'as  a liver 
He  was  a Parson  not  ineauely  aqiiajnted  with  such  learning  (besides  his 
natureall  parts)  tliat  inables  a IMan  for  the  management  of  more  then 
ordnary  iinployments,  ^Vhicli  he  subjected  to  an  eclips,  as  well  in  the 
transactings  of  the  present  affaires,  as  in  the  darke  iinbraees  of  a 
Blaekamoore.  his  slaue  : And  that  in  so  fond  a Maner,  as  though  Venus 
was  cheifely  to  be  worshiped  in  tlie  Image  of  a Xegro : or  that  Bury 
consisted  all  together  in  the  Antiphety  of  Coriipleclions : to  the  noe 
meane  Scandle,  and  adTunt,  of  all  the  Arnttrisses  in  or  about  tov, ne. 

AA’hen  that  West  point  was  surrendred,  and  Greene  Spring  seciirM, 
for  the  Governour,  these  two  Gen';  v,as  at  tlie  Brick-howse,  in  hvew 
Kent : a place  Situate  allmost  oppossitt  to  AVest  point,  on  the  South 
side  of  AVrk  River,  and  not  2 IMiles  removed  from  the  said  point,  with 
som  Soulders  under  there  Command  ; for  to  keepe  the  Governours  Alert 
from  landing  on  that  Side ; he  haue.ing  a Ship,  at  that  time,  at  Aiicor 
nere  tlie  place.  They  had  made  som  attempts  to  have  hindred  Gran- 
tliams  designes  (of  whicli  they  had  gain’d  som  intilligence)  but  there 
indevioiirs  not  fudging,  they  sent  downe  to  Coll.  Bacons  to  fetch  of  the 
Gard  there,  under  the  Command  of  AVhaley,  to  reinforce  there  owne 
strength.*' 

AVhaly  was  quickly  won  to  obay  the  commands  of  his  Alasters. 
especially  such  in  whose  servis  he  miglit  expect  to  receue  good  AV^ages  : 
forth  with  drawing  ou[t]  his  Alci,  amongst  wliom  was  Som  Boys,  all 
laden  with  the  goods,  ami  last  remanes  of  Coll.  Bacons  Estate,  an[d] 
with  all  posible  Speed  (after  a Alarch  of  30  Allies.)  joyne[d]  with 
Larance ; where  they  Alustred  in  all  (besides  (Co[n]cubines  and 
AVhores,  AVhaley  liaueing  added  his  to  the  ifest  ?]  alxmt  300  Alea 
and  Boys.  AVith  uLich  number,  being  [too]  weake  for  to  desend  downe 
in  to  the  heart  of  the  Coun[trey,]  (now  clear’d  of  the  Baconians,  or 
possest  by  the  other  fparjty)  they  march  up  liigher  in  to  Kew  Kent, 
as  far  [as]  Coll:  Gouges,  thiuking  (like  tiic  snowball)  to  iocifease  by] 
there  rouleing.  But  tinding  tliat  in  stead  of  increas[ing]  there  number 
decreast;  and  that  the  Aloone  of  there  fortune  was  now  past  the  full, 
they  broke  up  how[se-]keepiiig,  every  one  slilftiiig  for  him  selfe,  as  his

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ta[ste?]  or  fcares  directed;  Wludy  and  Larance  inakein[g  a]  cleare 
escape ; but  which  way,  or  to  what  place,  not  knowne.  Coll.  Gouge 
and  the  rest,  went  to  tliere  own[e  ?]  Ilowses,  from  whence  they  were 
brought  upon  there  [trijall,  aborde  a Ship,  at  Tindells  point ; and  from 
thence  ([all]  that  were  condem)  [s/c]  sent  to  the  place  of  Execution. 
[AJmongst  winch  (of  those  that  Suffer’d)  were  one  Mf  H[all]  Clarke 
of  New  Kent  Court;  a parson  of  Neate  Ingenuo[us]  parts,  but 
adicted  to  a more  then  ordnary  prying  in[to]  the  Secrits  of  State 
affaires,  which  som  yeares  las[t  pajst,  wrouglit  him  in  to  the  Gov- 
ernours  [disjpl^asure.  A[nd]  v.hich  (tis  posible)  at  this  time  was  [not] 
forgott,  [but]  was  lade  to  his  charge  upon  his  tria[il(]  which  wfas 
by]  a Court  Martiall)  to  me  is  not  visa[ble  ?J  He  ney[er  hav]ing 
appear’d  as  a Soulder  publickly,  [yet]  was  co[ndeinn’d]  to  be  bang’d 
with  3 others  (by  Coll:  [Bacons  ?]s  bowse,  [viz.]  Major  Page,  (once 
My  Servant,  at  his  [tlr]st  coming  [into]  the  Countrey,  Cap*  Yong, 
and  one  [Harris]  . . . rtiall  to  Bacons^  Army. 

This  execution  being  over,  the  Govern[oitr]  began  to  be  wery  of 
the  Water:  and  jfindeing  that  he  be[g]aii  to  gether  Strength,  resalues 
to  go  a shore.  There  w[as]  Considerable  Cordialls  administred  to 
him,  in  litle  more  then  a weekes  [^ti]rae,  which  he  found  had  don  him 
a grate  deale  of  [g]ood  ; the  Surrender  of  Wests  point,  Green  spring, 
A [t]he  death  of  tlic  fore  Mentioned  Men.  The  place  where  [he]  went 
on  Shore,  was  at  Coll:  Bacons  ; notv  clear’d  [of]  the  Hebei  Is,  by  the 
hapey  removeall  of  kVhally.  after  [he]  had  (by  the  aideing  helpe  of  his 
party)  devovered  [no]  less  then  'JGLH)  poim<ls  (to  my  certaiiie  knowl- 
edg)  [of]  Coll.  Bacons  estate;  the  grater  part  in  Store  goods.  [Here] 
he  meets  with  3P  Drummond,  taken  the  day  be[fore]  in  New  Kent, 
wPere  he  had  absconded,  ever  since  [th]e  brakeing  up  bowse  keepe- 
ing  at  Coll:  Gouges.  The  [Govern]our  ...  a more  then  ordnary 
gladness  for  to  [see  h]im,  wltich  (as  he  saide)  did  him  more  good  then 
y'-  [5igh]t  of  his  ovvuo  Brother.  If  the  Goveniour  was  soe  [glad]  to 
see  Driimmon,  Drommon  was  no  less  sad  to  see  [Ids  h]oiff  the  sight  of 
wdiom  (with  out  ihe  hedp  of  an  As[trol]egr)  miglit  iitform  him  what 
death  he  should  [die,]  and  tliat  he  had  not  many  days  to  live.  That 
night  [he]  waj?  sent  aborde  a Ship  iit  Irons;  while  the  Governo!'  [le-] 
moved,  the  next  day,  in  his  Coac’a,  to  Mf  Brays:  a [jour]iiye  of  some 
5 Miles.  The  next  day  after,  being  Sater[day,]  Drummond  was,  by  a 
party  of  Horss  (who  receu[ed  him]  at  Coll:  Bacons)  convayed  to  his 
tryall:  In  his  way  [tldjiher  he  complained  very  much  that  his  Irons 
hurt  [him],  and  that  his  tine  Cioake  (as  he  called  it,  a green-  . . . for 
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the  II[a]ngman  had  taken  his  far’d  Coate  from  [him,]  (a  bad  presage) 
did  mmdi  hinder  him  in  his  way.  [When?]  proffer’d  [a  hjorss,  to 
ride,  he  refused,  and  sade  he  [would]  com  to  ...  e to  his  port  before 
he  was  preparde  [wi]lh  his  Ane[iior]  : ading  that  he  did  very  much 
fere  [S,  ’SYil]liani  w[oiild]  not  al[low  h]im  time  to  put  of  his  dir[ty 
cl]othes  b[efore]  he  went  to  lye  downe  upon  his  ev[en]ing  b[e]d. 
[lie  s]aide,  welcom  be  the  grace  of  God,  for  [it  wovdd  clca]nse  him 
from  all  his  tilth  and  pollution.  He  ex[pressed]  abundance  of  thankes 
for  being  permitted  to  res[t  hi]m  selfe  upon  the  Roade,  while  he 
tooke  a j)ipe  of  Tobacco.  He  discoursed  very  much,  with  that  parson 
wlio  comm[auded]  his  gard,  concerning  the  late  troubles,  affirming  that 
he  W'as  wholly  innoscent  of  those  . . .
